Says ABM Is

An Air Force Reserve general in a busi- 


ness suit last night told the Wheeling 
Township Republican Club an anti-ballistic 
missily (ABM) system is necessary to pro- 
tect military deterrent.

"We have pledged not to strike first. We 


must be able to take the blow and have 
enough left to give back," Markey said.

said he hates war and hopes that the 
United States having the ABM will help 
the arms to succeed.

Boosted by sales at Randhurst Shopping 


Center, Mount Prospect pulled In $5.8 mil- 
lion, an increase of $1.1 million over last 
year Arlington Heights totaled $4 million, 
an increase of $1 million over 1967. 


Total sales tax collections in other 


Northwest suburban communities included 
Elk Grove Village with $2.5 million. Pala- 
tine with $1.8 million, Wheeling with $1.2 


million, Rolling Meadows with $1.1 million, 
Hoffman Estates with $653,080, Schaum- 
burg with $438,000, Buffalo Grove with 
$ 2 1 9 , 0 0 0 and Prospect Heights with 
$187,000. 


THE TOTAL FOR THE area lumped 


from $13.9 million in 1967 to $17.9 million, 
an increase of 22 per cent. 


Arlington Heights, waiting for a tax in- 


crease when the Northpoint Shopping Cen- 
ter's sales will be reflected in tax totals, 
led the area in food and furniture sales 
and auto and filling station tax revenue.

state represent the 5 per cent charged on 
all retail sales.

only 5 per cent of total sales in 1968, which 
totaled $80 million. 


OUT OF THAT 5 per cent cut from 


sales, 4V4 per cent goes to the state. A 
municipality receives three-fourths of one 
percent 


In other words, Arlington Heights re- 


ceives approximately $600,000 revenue 
from the tax. A newsletter from the Ar- 
lington Heights Chamber of Commerce, 
which realizes the need for increased reve- 
nue, said continued growth in the village's 
businesses and industries is necessary.

line for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city. 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
izers. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political gnup once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 
him. I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passel, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper in the high 
schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to college 


soon, but with this new excitement, I al- 


most wish I could stay here," she said. 


The underground staff is expected to do 


things for themselves, or the most part, 
but they are getting SDS assistance. 


"THESE KIDS don't know much about 


theory or politics at all. But they do know 
they've gotten burned. We're trying to 
help them in cop control and organizing 
support. They aren't SDS members now, 
because they just wouldn't understand the 
theory.' 


"I hear from SDS national that things 


are about ready to go at Wheeling, but 
since I don't work in the area, I can't real- 
ly say anything specific," she said. 


What about the middle class suburban 


kids, with their SDS-condemned values 
and their money? How can they be 
reached? 


"It's hard for a middle class kid to get 


• into this. Unless we send organizers into 
the schools or we have a store front office 
in the town, it's pretty hard to get in." 


"We've had a lot of police oppression 


and everyone is pretty paranoid. 


••WHEN I JOINED, it was easy to just 


walk into national headquarters and ask 
people questions. 


"Now that's impossible. There is a steel- 


plated door with four bolts. That's just to 
get through the first door. They look at 
you through a peephole. It's really up tight 
down there." 


On campuses, the organizing has been 


directed at lower-priced universities where 
working class students might be attracted. 


"It's much easier to join an SDS chapter 


«t a university because all you have to do 
is to go to the meetings and eventually 
you're accepted,' she said. 


The important thing is to remember the 


movement is always first. U there's a 
meeting and you could go over to some- 
body's house and smoke dope, you've got 
to remember the important thing is to go 
to the meeting — to reach people."

line for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city. 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
, become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
izers. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political gnup once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 
him. I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passel, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper in the 
high 


schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to college 


soon, but with this new excitement, I al- 
most wish I could stay here," she said. 


The underground staff is expected to do 


things for themselves, or the most part, 
but they are getting SDS assistance. 


"THESE KIDS don't know much about 


theory or politics at all. But they do know 
they've gotten burned. We're trying to 
help them in cop control and organizing 
support. They aren't SDS members now, 
because they just wouldn't understand the 
theory.' 


"I hear from SDS national that things 


are about ready to go at Wheeling, but 
since I don't work in the area, I can't real- 
ly say anything specific," she said. 


What about the middle class suburban 


kids, with their SOS-condemned values 
and their money? How can they be 
reached? 


"It's hard for a middle class kid to get 


into this. Unless we send organizers into 
the schools or we have a store front office 
in the town, it's pretty hard to get in." 


"We've had a lot of police oppression 


and everyone is pretty paranoid. 


"WHEN I JOINED, it was easy to just 


walk into national headquarters and ask 
people questions. 


"Now that's impossible. There is a steel- 


plated door with four bolts. That's just to 
get through the first door. They took at 
you through a peephole. It's really up tight 
down there." 


On campuses, the organizing has been 


directed at lower-priced universities where 
working class students might be attracted. 


"It's much easier to join an SDS chapter 


at a university because an you have to do 
is to go to tiie meetings and eventually 
you're accepted,' she said. 


The important thing is to remember the 


movement is always first. If there's a 
meeting and you could go over to some- 
body's house and smoke dope, you've got 
to remember the important thing is to go 
to the meeting — to reach people."

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Residents FeelCheated On Mosquito Program

Will the Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence taks a swat at the swatters who are 
taxing to swat mosquitos? 


"You're not getting what you're laying 


for." the chairman of the Palatine "mos- 
quito committee" declared Wednesday to 
conference mayors and managers. 


Mrs. Clayton Brown of Palatine, com- 


mittee chairman, did not mean the north- 
west suburbs were being cheated of mos- 
quitoa — rather, in service of ex- 
terminating the pests. Her criticism was 
aimed at the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District. (NMAD) a special district 
government. 


Mrs. Brown petitioned the conference to 


appoint its own mosquito study committee 
to work with her group. She promised to 
send to area mayors a completed eight- 
point program stemming from committee 
study. 


CONFERENCE PRES. Robert Atcher, 


Schaumburg president, asked each confer- 
ence mayor to find a person willing to 
serve on such a committee. Mrs. Brown 
said one of the points in the committee's 


18-page report is to get broader municipal 
support to become more effective. 


She charged the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District board has embarked 
on a provable noneffective control pro- 
gram and has been unresponsive to inter- 
est of the citizens group. 


"Our goal is to get them (the district 


trustees) to switcu to a permanent control 
program that we have been paying for for 
14 years," Mrs. Brown told the confer- 
ence. "They are using the temporary pro- 
gram, fogging." 


HER HUSBAND, a Palatine trustee, 


mentioned another problem of the citizens 
group. When terms of mosquito abatement 
district trustees expired last fall, the com- 
mittee presented a circuit court judge with 
four names from fields of entomology, 
biology and science, Brown said. However, 
these persons were not appointed, he said. 


Palatine Pres. John Moodie said, "It ap- 


pears the district is embarking on an in- 
effective control program. Our main con- 
cern Is that tax money is being spent and 
we're not getting effective control.

NEW YORK (UPI)-It used to be that 


the big luxury liners were diverted from 
regular trans-Atlantic runs to cruise ser- 
vices only during the slow and stormy win- 
ter months. 


But with jit planes capturing the major 


share of cross-Atlantic passenger traffic 
and a steady increase in the popularity of 
holidays at sea, international steamship 
companies began scheduling spring and 
fall cruises, too. 


Now three of the major lines have pulled 


luxury liners from the trans-Atlantic ser- 
vice and assigned 
them 
to 
regular 


summer cruises out of New York. And 
new passenger ships are being built with 
the lucrative cruise market foremost in 
mind. 


Cunard's Queen Elizabeth 2, which re- 


placed the Queen Mary and Queen Eliza- 
beth on the Atlantic Ocean shipping lanes, 
was designed primarily as a cruise ship. 
The company itself has described the new 
65,865-ton liner as a "floating resort ho- 
tel." 


The Italian Line was the first to gamble 


that summer cruises by one of its luxury 
liners would pay off. Last year, it made 
the 33,340-ton Leonardo da Vinci almost a 
fulltime cruise ship. The resoonse was far 
beyond even the mosz optimistic ex- 
pectations — one summer cruise was sold 
out months in advance. 


This year Holland America's Rotterdam, 


38,620 tons, and North German Lloyd's 
Bremen, 32,360 tons, joined in the com- 
petition for the summer cruise passengers. 


The da Vinci has four summer voyages 


scheduled, ranging from seven to 13 days, 
and the Rotterdam has five, also from sev- 
en to 13 days, to the West Indies. The Bre- 
men will make three, of 10 to 11 days, to 
Bermuda and Canada. 


All are airconditioned as are most of the 


ships in regular cruise service, such as the 
Home Lines 39,240-ton Oceanic. 


Instead of the old-fashioned clutter of of- 


ficers' quarters, radio shacks, storage 
closets and the like on the topmost deck of 
most ships converted to cruise service, the 
Oceanic has a wide open sun deck and two 
pools. The pool area is enclosed and can 
be" heated during wet, windy and cold 
days. The roof slides open when the weath- 
er is good. The Oceanic plies regularly be- 
tween New York and the Bahamas and 
West Indies. 
. White ships can't compete with jets 
when it comes to speed, even the most 
ardent advocate of air travel would 'nave 
to concede the planes can't compare with 
cruise ships when it comes to pampering 
passengers. 


There is generally only one class on 


cruises and all public rooms and facilities 
are available to all passengers, regardless 
of what they pay for their minimum-rate 
cabin on the lowest deck or the top-rate 
stateroom on the upper deck. 


There are stewards and stewardesses to 


cater to the whims of passengers in 
rooms, on decks, in the dining rooms and 
in the bars, cocktail lounges and night- 
clubs. 


Most ships feature continental cuisine 


but also offer a variety of American and 
other dishes. 


The 
bigger vessels have theaters 


showing 
first-run films, professional en- 


tertainers, and bands and combos for 
dancing and listening. There also are duty- 
free shops, card rooms, language and 
dancing lessons. 


The cruise boom has not been confined 


to the New York market. More cruise 
snips are operating out of Miami and other 
East Coast ports than ever before. The 
Sun Lines has added three more ships for 
cruise service to the Greek islands and 
more cruises are also scheduled to the 
Mediterranean and others of the seven 
seas. 


Norwegian-Caribbean Lines now has two 


cruise snips—the Sunward and Star- 
ward—operating out of Miami to Nassau, 
Jamaica and other West Indies Islands 
and will put a third in service cext winter. 
It plans to have five cruise ships in oper- 
ation by 1971. 


But the biggest explosion has taken 


place on the West Coast. Several cruise 
lines tried to run excursions between Los 
Angeles and Acapulco in the last two dec- 
ades without success. 


A few years ago, however, Princess 


Cruises began service out of Los Angeles 
and has had such surprising results that it 
expects to be the top cruise line in the 
United States by 1973. 


In addition to Mexican ports, the lines 


now has regular cruises to the Caribbean, 
South America, Canada and Alaska from 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, ranging 
from seven to 34 days.

MONTREAL (UPD-Just in case the 


around-the-world "bed-in" of Beatle John 
Lennon and his bride, Yoko, comes to your 
town, perhaps it would help if you had 
some idea what it's like. 


Once you know, maybe you'll decide to 


go to a movie instead, or stay home and 
watch a ballgame, Anyway. . . 


The bed-in takes a little getting used to, 


even for a reporter. Here's what it was 
like one recent afternoon in Montreal: 


First, there's the bearded Lennon in bed 


in a hotel room with Yoko, and Lennon is 
tolling the crowd—yes, you can be sure 
there'll always be a crowd-that "selling 
peace is like selling soap. You've got to 
promote it." 


That apparently explains, at least to the 


satisfaction of the Lennons, why they arc 
going around the world staging their "bed- 
in for peace." 


If the idea is to gel attention, there's no 


question it's been working. On this end-of- 
May weekend in Montreal, the Lennons 
have a lot of company. 


There is, obviously, the UPI reporter. 


There are also present from time to 
time movie and television crews, radio 
reporters, 
newspaper reporters, maga- 


zine writers (one very pretty Swedish girl 
magazine writer), a saffron-robed group of 
people who confess to being Buddhists, 
young people wandering in and out, most 
of them seemingly to present the bed-in 
pair with flowers, and assorted plain gaw- 
kers. 


Then there is the telephone. It seems to 


listeners that, just about every radio sta- 
tion in the U.S.A. is calling on this particu- 
lar afternoon to "tape a few words." One 
such call is from Florida. Another—at 
least one—from New York. Lennon ap- 
pears happy to talk with them all. 


"What do you think of the Irish?" one 


reporter asks, somewhat surprisingly. 


"The Irish. . ." Lennon begins, then the 


phone is ringing and he is interviewed long 
distance for 10 minutes. As though there's 
been no interruption Lennon picks right up 
where he'd stopped. "The Irish are beau- 
tiful," he answers. He adds that "me 
grandparents were Irish, there are Len- 
nons in the west of Ireland. I think I have 
an aunt there but I've never visited her." 


Yoko stirs under her coverlet and of- 


fers: "We were there (Ireland) last 
spring. It was very mystic." 


Would the Irish accept his and Yoke's 


bedroom marathon, even for peace? "Ah," 
says Lennon. "The Irish have a sense of 
humor. They'll get the point." 


Apropos of nothing special Lennon re-

Someone asks the Lennons whether they 


"still are smoking pot." The question 
being based on his marijuana conviction 
which resulted in the United States' refus- 
al to admit him. 


"Pot? I haven't been on it for a year," 


states the Beatle. "I'm not using pot now 
because of personal reasons. But I'm not 
pushing against it" 


A noise outside proves to be some 


youngsters trying to force their way in. 
Harassed hotel employes are keeping 
them out, although there seems no special 


reason to. At no time, in fact, is there 
anything approaching calm in the suite. 


The Buddhists, unable to chant at bed- 


side, decide not to go into the next room, 
but to depart, not entirely pleased with 
being cheated of their chant. 


The bed-in never really ends but tends to 


entertain newcomers in relays. Four hours 
seems enough for one reporter. But there 
does seem one pertinent question un-

this instruction in school."

Two local state representatives voted 


"yes" on House Bill 2323, which would 
amend the school code to prevent schools 
from teaching sex education courses with- 
out prior written approval from the par- 
ents 


State Representatives Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arlington Heights, and David Reg- 
ner, R-Mount Prospect voted for the bill 
when it passed the House of Representa- 
tives Monday by a vote of 101 to 42. The 
bill, sponsored by Rep. Philip Collins, is 
now up for consideration by the Senate. 


Schlickman told the Herald he voted for 


the bill because he feels sex education is a 
sensitive area, and that primary control 
over the teaching of these programs 
should be left to the parents. 


"My vote in favor of this bill should not 


be taken as a criticism of any program 
now offered by any particular school dis- 
trict," Rep. Schlickman stated. "I know 
that some school districts, including Dist. 
21 in my area, have been criticized for 
their sex education programs, and I am 
not familiar with any particular courses 
and my vote vas not intended to imply an 
evaluation of any programs," he said. 


"I SIMPLY FEEL that this is a very 


touchy area and that parents should de- 
cide if they want their children to receive 
this instruction in school." 


Schlickman said he thought the bill will 


pass the Senate when it comes up for con- 
sideration there. 


"If it got through the House, it should 


also pass the Senate, since the House is 


generally more critical of this type of leg- 
islation," Schlickman said. 


Regner said he voted for HB 2323 be- 


cause, "It should be the parents pre- 
rogative to determine how their children 
should be taught sex education. 


"Most parents are probably in favor of 


sex education in the schools, but a few 
may oppose it on religious or moral 
grounds and should have the right to pre- 
vent their children from participating," 
Regner said. 


He said the mail he has received con- 


cerning sex education legislation has gen- 
erally been about evenly divided between 
those favoring and those opposing it. He 
also predicted that the bill would pass the 
Senate. 


REP. EUGENIA Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights, voted against HB 2323, stating 
that local school districts should have the 
right to determine their policy in the area 
of sex education. 


Schlickman and Mrs. Chapman voted 


against another Collins-sponsored sex edu- 
cation bill, HB 2322, when it was defeated 
by the House Monday. Rep. Regner stated 
that he had supported the measure. 


The bill would have required the written 


permission of parents before their children 
could have taken examinations concerning 
religious beliefs, home life and similar 
personal matters. 


Schlickman stated that he was not satis- 


fied with the way the bill was drafted and 
is not convinced that such a law is neces- 
sary in the state. 


"I HAVENT RECEIVED adequate evi- 


dence to convince me that teachers have 


been asking repulsive questions of their 
students," he explained. "I don't feel that 
new legislation is necessary to deal with a 
few isolated situations." 


Regner said he voted in favor of the 


measure because he had examined "two 
or three sets" of tests that had been given 
in some schools in the state which "verged 
on pornography." 


"However, I'm not opposed to testing 


children on personal subjects as long as 
the tests are worded properly," Regner 
added.

Creek Bill

Nearing final approval, the Salt Creek 


bill for flood improvement work in Rolling 
Meadows gained support of the Illinois 
House Appropriations Committee yester- 
day. 


It will be heard on the House floor to- 


rn o r r o w, according to Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, who is 
handling the bill. 


He expects easy passage of the bill early 


next week since the project calling for 
$350,000 worth of flood control work to the 
east branch of the creek is fifth on the 
priority list of the Illinois Division of Wa- 
terways. 


If the House approves it and the gover- 


nor signs the bill, it will be the second 
time money has been appropriated for 
creek work In Rolling Meadows. 


IN 1M7, the General Assembly approved 


a bill for $500,000 to cover costs of the 
same creek work, but since construction 
was not started during the last biennium, 
a re-appropriation was necessary. 


The bill, which has gone through several 


committee hearings since January, gained 
support of the Senate on Tuesday. 


Originally seeking a $500,000 re-appro- 


priation and $1.5 million for creek im- 
provements north of Euclid Avenue into 
Palatine, all but $350,000 was amended out 
of the bill after Senate committee hear- 
ings. 


The money is expected to cover costs of 


channel improvements from 1,000 feet 
south if Central Road to Euclid. Most of 
the necessary easements have been ob- 
tained and construction could begin yet 
this summer.

CONFERENCE PRES. Robert Atcher, 


Scnaumburg president, asked each confer- 
ence mayor to find a person willing to 
serve on such a committee. Mrs. Brown 
said one of the points in the committee's 
18-page report is to get broader municipal 
support to become more effective.

Vote for 
Safety 


Rolling Meadows residents should vote 


''yes" in Tuesday's Fire Protection Dis- 
trict referendum. 


The referendum is for an Increase in the 


district's tax rate — from 29 cento per $100 
of assessed valuation to 4t cents. For the 
average homeowner, the increase would 
mean the cost of fire protection will go 
from a little more than 4 cents per day to 
a little more than 7 cents per day. 
' The district has called the referendum 
Co provide fund* for new equipment. Pre- 
tjent equipment, purchased 11 years ago, is 
only four yews away from being consid- 
ered "second line" equipment. Also, equip- 
•aent currently In use is not adequate to 
provide coverage for some of the newer 
development* in the city. 


Specifically, there Is no aerial equip- 


ment When the city had a rash of flies 
•arlier this year, the Mount Prospect fire 
department was called each time because 
K has the needed aerial equipment. Pur- 
chase of this equipment for Rolling Mead- 
twa will reduce valuable time wasted in 


getting to a fire. 


Another use of the funds will be hiring of 


additional full-time personnel. It is becom- 
ing almost impossible to get volunteer 
firemen during the daytime hours, so full- 
time, paid firemen are needed. 


Because oi the urgency to get the equip- 


ment, the district trustees are determined 
to buy it. To help meet the downpayment, 
the Rolling Meadows Chamber of Com- 
merce has conducted a campaign among 
its members to raise funds, and about 
13,000 has been donated by local industries 
and merchants. 


The equipment will be forthcoming, but 


without a "yes" vote Tuesday, the district 
wiH be in a tight financial bind. 


Fire protection is an area critical to 


public safety. Failure to provide adequate 
budget for equipment and staff would end- 
anger public safety and could mean more 
expensive insurance costs for home-

—Check furance filters. 
—Don't dump hot coals in flammable 


containers.

"These tips for the

dweller are just as applicable to the multi- 
f 
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mercial, and industrial buildings," he 
said. 


Another important point to remember is 


to close all doors in fire area after first 
calling the fire department. This keeps a 
fire not only confined but cuts down it's 
supply of oxygen. 


Inspections are made at least two or 


three times a year in non-single family 
buildings. In preparation for the summer, 
the fire department held final fire drills 
and passed on summer fire safety tips to 
school children. 


"THIS IS PROBABLY our best way of 


getting valuable information concerning 
fire safety to the parents," said Fogarty. 


Despite this advice on fire safety, fires 


will occur and only a well-equipped and 
adequate staff can provide the protection 
necessary, he continued. 


Rolling Meadows' population is in the vi- 


cinity of 20,000 and growing, and needs 
newer equipment and more manpower, the 
chief added. 


Tuesday, residents of Rolling Meadows 


will vote on a referendum to increase the 
tax base from a cost of 5 cents to an 
average of 8 cents per day for fire protec- 
tion. 


The district is asking for the increase to 


hire manpower needed to provide the fire 
protection. The fire department's daytime 
force of volunteers numbers five men, 
when all are in town and available. 


ACCORDING TO Fogarty, this is just 


enough men to man one pumper and not 
enough to cover a multiple alarm, During 
the hours of 3:15 and 6:00 p.m., the only 
firemen in the area are the four full time 
paid men. 


"It would be very difficult for them to 


handle a large fire or multiple alarm with- 
out calling for mutual aid," said Fogarty. 


In a recent letter sent to citizens of Roll- 


Ing Meadows, the district said that it can't 
say it doesn't like a certain type of build- 
ing erected in the city and won't provide 
the fire protection for it. 


He stressed the need for aerial equip- 


ment and said the Illinois Inspection Rat- 
ing Bureau, which determines what rate 
citizens pay for fire and accident insur- 
ance, recommended that aerial equipment 
and a pumper be purchased and addtional 
manpower be hired hi order to try and 
retain the Rolling Meadows present insur- 
ance rating. 


A RAISE IN THIS classification would 


cost the home owners additional money in 
fire insurance premiums and for this ad- 
dtional money nothing in the way of fire 
protection would be received. 


Fogarty said that this protection must 


be provided because Rolling Meadows 
can't expect its neighbors to provide it. 


"Your firemen are citizens of Rolling 


Meadows and they devote their time and 
energies to provide fire protection. They 
pay the same taxes that ail residents pay 
and the tax for fire protection is very 
small." he said. 


Tuesday's polling place will be at Fire 


Station, 311 Meadow Drive., and will be 
opened from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


Abatement District board has embarked 
on a provable noneffective control nro- 
gram and has been unresponsive to iuer- 
est of the citizens group. 


"Our goal is to get them (the district 


trustees) to switch to a permanent control 
program that we have been paying for for 
14 years," Mrs. Brown told the confer- 
ence. "They are using the temporary pro- 
gram, fogging." 


HER HUSBAND, a Palatine trustee, 


mentioned another problem of the citizens 
group. When terms of mosquito abatement 
district trustees expired last fall, the com- 
mittee presented a circuit court judge with 
four names from fields of entomology, 
biology and science, Brown said. However, 
these persons were not appointed, he said. 


Palatine Pres. John Moodie said, "It ap- 


pears the district is embarking on an in- 
effective control program. Our main con- 
cern is that tax money is being spent and 
we're not getting effective control. 


"So I don't know if we shoudl work to 


abolish the district or force them to em- 
bark on a different program." 


THE DISTRICT taxes two cents per $100 


equalized assessed valuation and antici- 
pates $300,000 in revenues this year. It 
covers a 240 square-mile area, including 
all the 13-community conference area. 


Following the August, 1968, appointment 


of the five-member Palatine mosquito 
study committee, the committee produced 
a report recommending: 


—Fogging only at the request of munici- 


palities. 


-Legislation amending the Mosquito 


Abatement to change system of appoint- 
ments to the special district board. 


—Requests at other governments for 


minutes of meetings of NMA11. 


—Appointment of "observers" to NMAD 


meetings by villages and organizations. 


—Determining exact responsibility for 


mosquito abatement at creeks, streams, 
rivers, lakes and reservoirs. 


A MAIN CONCLUSION of the citizens 


committee was that there is no control 
over actions of the mosquito district. 


"Our board felt the courses of action 


would be more effective if considered by a 
number of communities in the district," 
Mrs. Brown said, explaining her visit to 
the Des Plaines meeting.

Shopping Center, Road OKd

Schaumburg's "world's largest shopping 


center" and Elk Grove Village's widened 
Higgins Road teetered on the brink of lim- 
bo yesterday but seem to have made their 
way back to the protective folds of the 
villages' master plans. 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 


mission (NIPC) forced the two projects to 
walk the plank before seven area mayors 
to insure they meet area approval and fit 
in NIPC's plan for regional development. 


Implied in NIPC's closed-session meet- 


ing yesterday afternoon was that a shop- 
ping center at Golf and Rt. 53 does not 
conform with the regional development 
plan and that Higgins Road improvements 
would open the way for this high-density 
development. 


Separate sources after the meeting, how- 


ever, agreed that NIPC was convinced the 
future development area would conform 
with its regional planning. 


THE MEETING WAS one of the few 


times the regional planning agency has 
flexed its muscles by threatening unfavor- 
able comment on an application for feder- 
al funds. Subject to routine NIPC com- 
mentary is an application for federal par- 
ticipation in Higgins Road widening, from 
Elmhurst to Meacham roads. 


Higgins Road widening is part of the 


1969 program of the Illinois Division of 
Highways and eligible for 50-50 funding. 


Two village officials present yesterday 


both said later they felt NIPC people were 
satisfied Higgins Road and the shopping 
center conform to the "finger plan" of de- 
veloping the six-county metropolitan area. 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl told 


the group Higgins Road is part of the arte- 
rial plan of the Chicago Area Trans- 
portation Study (CATS), the official re- 
gional transportation planning agency that 
worked with NIPC in producing the finger 
plan. 


He interpreted his comments later, say- 


ing CATS' tie-in with NIPC could salve 
any consciences when commenting wheth- 
er Higgins Road veers from the devel- 
opment plan. 


"THEY SAID their conscience does not 


say it (Higgins Road) fits in with their 
plan," Pahl said about the NIPC officials. 
"But I said Higgins Road is part of the 
CATS plan." 


Hoffman Estates Trustee Mrs. Virginia 


Eayter said, "I went away with the feeling 
the NIPC officials agreed, it does fit into 
the plan." 


Larry Aggens, director of public ser- 


vices for NIPC, explained Wednesday the 
purpose of the meeting would be to review 
Schaumburg's development and would al- 
low every community to comment on 
plans of one community. 


The Higgins Road application for federal 


funding was the excuse, to call together 
mayors from Schaumburg, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows. 


What might have surprised the planning 


agency was the unanimous support for 
S c h a u m b u r g ' s development plans. 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert Atcher is re-

Leads in Sales Tax Revenue 


A "yes" vote Tuesday Is essential to 


continued improvement of th*> community. 


Mount Prospect once again topped the 


Northwest suburban area by more than 
$1.7 million in state sates tax collections 
last year, state reports show. 


Boosted by sales at Randhurst Shopping 


Center, Mount Prospect pulled in $5.8 mil- 
lion, an increase of $1.1 million over last 
year. Arlington Heights totaled $4 million, 
an increase of $1 million over 1967. 


Total sales tax collections in other 


Northwest suburban communities included 
Elk Grove Village with $2.5 million, Pala- 
tine with $1.8 million, Wheeling with $1.2 
million, Rolling Meadows with $1.1 minion, 
Hoffman Estates with $853,000, Schaum- 
burg with $436,000, Buffalo Grove with 
$219,00 0 and Prospect Heights with 
$187,000. 


THE TOTAL FOR THE area jumped 


from $13.9 million in 1967 to $17.9 million, 
an increase of 22 per cent. 


Arlington Heights, waiting for a tax in- 


crease when the Northpoiiit Shopping Cen- 
ter's sales will be reflected in tax totals, 
led the area in food and furniture sales 
and auto and filling station tax revenue. 


Elk Grave Village, with it* highly devel- 


oped Centex Industrial Park, collected 
three times as much revenue as did other 
local communities in manufacturing sales 
tax. 


The continuing boom in the Northwest 


suburbs was reflected by the fact that ev- 
ery category — from general merchandise 
revenue to furniture revenue — showed an 


increase. 


The sales tax figures released by the 


state represent the 5 per cent charged on 
all retail sales. In other words, Arlington 
Heights' sales tax revenue of $4 million is 
only 5 per cent of total sales in 1968, which 
totaled $80 million. 


OUT OF THAT 5 per cent cut from 


sales, 4% per cent goes to the state. A 
municipality receives three-fourths of one 
per cent. 


In other words, Arlington Heights re- 


ceives approximately $600,000 revenue 
from the tax. A newsletter from, the Ar- 
lington Heights Chamber of Commerce, 
which realizes the need for increased reve- 
nue, said continued growth in the village's 
businesses and industries is necessary.

Not even a NIPC staffer's economic fig- 


ures on Schaumburg's center drawing 
away retail business excited the group, it 
was reported. Mrs. Hayter said there is 
agreement the center will be of benefit to 
growth to the entire area. Though area 
shopping centers might be financially hurt 
the first year, population growth will bal- 
ance it out, she said. 


BY REFUSING TO comment favorably 


on the Higgins Road federal application, 
NIPC might have denied the project feder- 
al funding. This action could have delayed 
it and the shopping center that will depend 
on the arterial. 


According to Aggens, Higgins Road 


could be one factor opening the entire 
Northwest suburban area to intensive de- 
velopment, the NIPC finger plan has rec- 
ommended high density development cor- 
ridors along major mass transit lines and 
the apparent question was whether Hig- 
gins Road would fill in a green belt be- 
tween "fingers." 


As a regional panning agency, NIPC is 


authorized to comment on applications for 
federal grants. A "negative" review would 
indicate these applications do not conform 
with NIPC's development plans. 


The planning agency has a policy of 


ameliorating differences, rather than re- 
jecting applications.

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Why The Raised Fist?

A chain-smoking 17-year-old sat nervous- 


ly toying with a box of throat lozenges. 
Sporting a button depicting the symbolic 
raised fist of SDS power (students for a 
Democratic Society), long hair, old jeans 
and an embroidered bag, she was the typi- 
cal stereotyped hippie. 


One difference made her stand out from 


the Old Town legions — she is a child of 
suburbia and the product of a very middle 
class home. 


What makes suburban kids turn to the 


radical politics of a group such as SDS? 
What makes them turn to the violence of 
the streets that so many suburban parents 
abhor? 


"IT'S THE WAY you suddenly realize 


how society is coming down on you. 
Maybe you talked to an organizer, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realize that everything is wrong here," 
she explained. Admittedly, there aren't 
many suburban "rads." 


"For me, radicalization was automatic. 


From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march in the city, I was 
aware of the need for suburban kids to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kids about 
high school organization and when I went 
back and tried it," was the thin girl's an- 
swer. 


SDS has a national organization, with 


headquarters in Chicago, which has 
recently been the butt of attempted sub- 
version by various outside factions as well 
as splintering within the group itself.

"SOMETIMES, the national organizers 


get too wrapped up in fighting in the fac- 
tions and they forget about organizing." 


The answer, she says is in reaching the 


"working class people." These are the 
people who have "had the system come 
down on them," she says, therefore they 
can be reached the easiest. 


She condemned middle class subur- 


banites who "intellectualize the problems 
instead of looking at them as they really 
are." 


"The principal of our high school actual- 


ly told us that we would not be hurt by the 
fact we haven't associated 
with any 


blacks. All I can say Is suburbanites live 
in an unreal existence. They dont know 
what it's all about." 


The working class kids have always 


been told they aren't very smart, she says, 
and they actually believe it. Organizing in 
the working class neighborhoods is this 
girls "bag" and she feels all the potential 
lies in this area. 


"THEY AREN'T afraid to put them- 


selves on the line becuase they don't have 
anything to lose. Some of them, especially 
some of the Young Lords I have gotten to 
know are willing to put their bodies on the 
line for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city. 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
izers. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political grcup once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 


him. I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passel, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper in the high 
schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to college 


soon, but with this new excitement, I al- 
most wish I could stay here," she said. 


The underground staff is expected to do 


things for themselves, or the most part, 
but they are getting SDS assistance. 


"THESE KIDS don't know much about 


theory or politics at all. But they do know 
they've gotten burned. We're trying to 
help them in cop control and organizing 
support. They aren't SDS members now, 
because they just wouldn't understand the 
theory ' 


"I hear from SDS national that things 


are about ready to go at Wheeling, but 
since I don't work in the area, I can't real- 
ly say anything specific," she said. 


What about the middle class suburban 


kids, with their SDS-condemned values 
and their money? How can they be 
reached? 


"It's hard for a middle class kid to get 


into this. Unless we send organizers into 
the schools or we have a store front office 
in the town, it's pretty hard to get in." 


"We've had a lot of police oppression 


and everyone is pretty paranoid. 


'•WHEN I JOINED, it was easy to just 


walk into national headquarters and ask 
people questions. 


"Now that's impossible. There is a steel- 


plated door with four bolts. That's just to 
get through the first door. They look at 
you through a peephole. It's really up tight 
down there." 


On campuses, the organizing has been 


directed at lower-priced universities where 
working class students might be attracted. 


HANDS CLASPED IN friendship are as 
much a symbol of SDS as the raised 
fist of power, says a suburban high 


"It's much easier to join an SDS chapter 


at a university because all you have to do 
is to go to the meetings and eventually 
you're accepted,' she said. 


The important thing is to remember the 


Lennon-Yoko 'Bed-In': A

MONTREAL (UPI)—Just in case the 


around-the-world "bed-in" of Beatte John 
Lennon and his bride, Yoko, comes to your 
town, perhaps it would help if you had 
some idea what it's like. 


Once you know, maybe you'll decide to 


go to a movie instead, or stay home and 
watch a ballgame, Anyway. . . 


The bed-in takes a little getting used to, 


even for a reporter. Here's what it was 
like one recent afternoon in Montreal: 


First, there's the bearded Lennon in bed 


in a hotel room with Yoko, and Lennon is 
telling the crowd—yes, you can be sure 
there'll always be a crowd-that "selling 
peace is like selling soap. You've got to 
promote it." 


That apparently explains, at least to the 


satisfaction of the Lennons, why they are 
going around the world staging their "bed- 
In for peace." 


If the idea is to get attention, there's no 


question It's been working. On this end-of- 
May weekend in Montreal, the Lennons 
have a lot of company. 


Tnwe is, obviously, the UPI reporter. 


There are also present from time to 
time movie and tetevisior crews, radio 
reporters, 
newspaper reporters, maga- 


zine writers (one very pretty Swedish girl 
magazine writer), a saffron-robed group of 
people who confess to being Buddhists, 
young people wandering in and out, most 
of them seemingly to present the bed-in 
pair with flowers, and assorted plain gaw- 
kers. 


Then there is the telephone. It seems to 


listeners that, just about every radio sta- 
tion in the U.S.A. is calling on this particu- 
lar afternoon to "tape a few words." One 
such call is from Florida. Another—at 
toast one—from New York. Lennon ap- 
pears happy to talk with them all. 


"What do you think of the Irish?" one 


reporter asks, somewhat surprisingly. 


"The Irish. . ." Lennon begins, then the 


phone is ringing and he is interviewed long 
distance for 10 minutes. As though there's 
been no interruption Lennon picks right up 
where he'd stopped. "The Irish are beau- 
tiful," he answers. He adds that "me 
grandparents were Irish, there are Len- 
nons in the west of Ireland. I think I have 
an aunt there but I've never visited her." 


Yoko stirs under her coverlet and of- 


fers: "We were there (Ireland) last 
spring. It was very mystic." 


Would the Irish accept his and Yoko's 


bedroom marathon, even for peace? "Ah," 
says Lennon. "TheTrish have a sense of 
humor. They'll get the point." 


Apropos of nothing special Lennon re- 


marks, "This is me holiday. So I can do 
what I feel like. We'll see what we'll do 
next." 


The 
Buddhists 
announced they wish 


to chant for peace. No, says a radio man. 
He doesn't want that on his tape. "Chant 
in the other room," Lennon tells them gen- 
erously. 


Is it true, as reported from Toronto, that 


the Lennons had invited Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau (called "the swinger" in 
British newspapers) to bed-in with them? 


No, 
says 
Lennon. 
"The Toronto 


Press distorted completely my remarks 
about Prime Minister Trudeau. I never 
said a word about inviting him to share 
the bed— although I think he shares our 
belief in peace." 


Someone asks the Lennons whether they 


"still are smoking pot." The question 
being based on his marijuana conviction 
which resulted in the United States' refus- 
al to admit him. 


"Pot? I haven't been on it for a year," 


states the Beatle. "I'm not using pot now 
because of personal reasons. But I'm not 
pushing against it." 


A noise outside proves to be some 


youngsters trying to force their way in. 
Harassed hotel employes are keeping 
them out, although there seems no special 


reason to. At no time, in fact, is there 
anything approaching calm in the suite. 


The Buddhists, unable to chant at bed- 


side, decide not to go into the next room, 
but to depart, not entirely pleased with 
being cheated of their chant. 


The bed-in never really ends but tends to 


entertain newcomers in relays. Four hours 
seems enough for one reporter. But there

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Support Sex Bill 


MRS. CAYLOR: "Politic* is people.

Two local state representatives voted 


"yes" on House Bill 2323, which would 
amend the school code to prevent schools 
from teaching sex education courses with- 
out prior written approval from the par- 
ents. 


State Representatives Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arlington Heights, and David Reg- 
ner, R-Mount Prospect voted for the bill 
when it passed the House of Representa- 
tives Monday by a vote of 101 to 42. The 
bill, sponsored by Rep. Philip Collins, is 
now up for consideration by the Senate. 


Schlickman told the Herald he voted for 


the bill because he feels sex education is a 
sensitive area, and that primary control 
over the teaching of these programs 
should be left to the parents. 


"My vote in favor of this bill should not 


be taken as a criticism of any program 
now offered by any particular school dis- 
trict," Rep. Schlickman stated "I know 
that some school districts, including Dist. 
21 in my area, have been criticized for 
their sex education programs, and I am 
not familiar with any particular courses 
and my vote was not intended to imply an 
evaluation of any programs," he said. 


"I SIMPLY FEEL that this is a very 


touchy area and that parents should de- 
cide if they want their children to receive 
this instruction in school." 


Schlickman said he thought the bill will 


pass the Senate when it comes up for con- 
sideration there 


"If it got through the House, it should 


also pass the Senate, since the House is 
generally more critical of this type of leg- 
islation," Schlickman said. 


Regner said he voted for HB 2323 be- 


cause, "It should be the parents pre- 
rogative to determine how their children 
should be taught sex education 


"Most parents are probably in favor of 


sex education in the schools, but a few 
may oppose it on religious or moral 
grounds and should have the right to pre- 
vent their children from participating," 
Regner said. 


He said the mail he has received con- 


cerning sex education legislation has gen- 
erally been about evenly divided between 
those favoring and those opposing it He 
also predicted that the bill would pass the 
Senate. 


REP. EUGENIA Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights, voted against HB 2323, stating 
that local school districts should have the 
right to determine their policy in the area 
of sex education. 


Schlickman and Mrs. Chapman voted 


against another Collins-sponsored sex edu- 
cation bill, HB 2322, when it was defeated 
by the House Monday. Rep. Regner stated 
that he had supported the measure. 


The bill would have required Uie written 


permission of parents before their children 
could have taken examinations concerning 
religious beliefs, home life and similar 
personal matters. 


'People' Won Battle 
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"A tot of people feel politics involves 


money I think politics is people, united 
together When they decide something is 
wrong, they can win their fight" These 
are the words of Mrs. Marie Caylor, a 
woman who won her fight. 


Little more than a week ago she led a 


determined group of 33 residents from 
unincorporated areas in the Northwest 
Suburbs to Springfield to oppose the Sen- 
ate passage of House Bill 1241. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. Eugene 


Schlickman, R-Arllngton Height*, would 
have allowed municipalities to annex ad- 
joining unincorporated areas by ordi- 
nance 


Though the bill had already passed in 


the House, the opposition of Northwest 
area suburbanites, plus that of such orga- 
nizations as the Illinois manufacturers' As- 
sociation, led the committee considering 
the bill to hsve second thoughts. 


The bill was referred to a subcommittee 


for "further consideration," thus killing it, 
for the present 


Mrs. Caylor, a native of Kansas City, 


has lived in Prospect Heights five years. 
Prior to that she lived In Chicago. "We 
moved out here," she said, "because I 
wanted to have a yard to dig in again." 


Her house is furnished in well-defined 


oriental styles, the result of collecting ori- 
ental furniture since she was married 31 
years ago. 


Mrs Caylor and her husband, Harry, op- 


erate a public relations firm in Des 
Plaines. She has headed several citizens' 
campaigns, including one in 1950 to get 
legislation and a subsequent referendum 
to open Chicago's public schools as recrea- 
tion centers 


Presently she is a director of the Euclid- 


Lake Association, one of mne homeowners' 
g r o u p s in unincorporated Prospect 
Heights. 
^^ 


Mrs Caylor was well equipped to fight 


HB1241. 


"When we first heard of the bill," she 


said, "four of us (from the Euclid-Lake 
Association) met with Schlickman and told 
him we thought it was a very bad bill." 


"Schlickman told us he didn t know too 


much about the bill," she continued. "He 
said he was sponsoring it after Governor 
Ogilvle had asked him to " 


According to Mrs. Caylor, Srhlickman 


told them Ogilvie taw the bill as a means 
to cut down on county expenses Presum- 
ably, by getting more area into municipal- 
ities, the state's counties would have to 
supply services for less area. 


"At the meeting," said Mrs. Caylor, 


"Schlickmu assured us he would add 


amendments that would satisfy us." 


Mrs. Caylor said her next contact with 


the bin came when she attended a meeting 
April 23 of the House Municipalities Com- 
mittee. 


"At least 15 mayors were there support- 


ing the bin." "Myself and Paul Stemm of 
the Prospect Heights Sanitary District 
were the only ones there opposing it," she 
added. The committee gave it a "do pass" 
recommendation. 


Mrs. Caylor mentioned the amendment 


that was added "to assuage us." Essen- 
tially it said an area can be annexed if it 
"is all or part of an area bonded together 
by common or unique characteristics, pre- 
sently recognized or identified as a sepa- 
rate community, and which is over 65 per 
cent residentially developed and con- 
tiguous to more than two municipalities.' 


"This was too nebulous for us and I felt 


it was also unconstitutional," she ex- 
plained. 


The campaign to defeat the bill in the 


Senate began on May 22, after several 
meetings of homeowners' association. "We 
sent out letters and circulated petitions," 
she said. 


As a result of the campaign, state sena- 


tors received more than 8,500 letters op- 
posing the bill. The petition efforts re- 
sulted in 5,900 signatures from 114 commu- 
nities in northern niinois. 


But, Mrs. Caylor admitted even she un- 


derestimated the eventual strength of the 
opposition in the Northwest Suburban 
area. "It surprised me when I learned 
they were going to charter a bus to go to 
Springfield en masse and oppose the bill. 


A few days later Mrs. Caylor learned 


that opposition efforts were successful. 


Mrs. Caylor refuses to let the Northwest 


suburban groups' objection take all the

"However, I'm not opposed to testing 


children on personal subjects as long as 
the tests are worded properly," Regner 
added.

"A tot of people feel politics involves 


money. I think politics is people, united 
together. When they decide something is 
wrong, they can win their fight" These 
are the words of Mrs. Marie Caylor, a 
woman who won her fight.

Suburbs to Springfield to oppose the Sen- 
ate passage of House Bill 1241.

has lived in Prospect Heights five years. 

"We 
moved out here," she said, "because I 
wanted to have a yard to dig in again." 


I'er house is furnished in well-defined

Mrs. Caylor and her husband, Harry, op-

"At least 15 mayors were there support- 


ing the bin." "Myself and Paul Stemm of 
the Prospect Heights Sanitary District 
were the only ones there opposing it," she 
added. The committee gave it a "do pass" 
recommendation. 


Mrs. Caylor mentioned the amendment 


that was added "to assuage us." Essen- 
tially it said an area can be annexed if it 
"is all or part of an area bonded together 
by common or unique characteristics, pre- 
sently recognized or identified as a sepa- 
rate community, and which is over 65 per 
cent residentially developed and con- 
tiguous to more than two municipalities.' 


"This was too nebulous for us and I felt 


it was also unconstitutional," she ex- 
plained. 


The campaign to defeat the bill in the 


Senate began on May 22, after several 
meetings of homeowners' association. "We 
sent out letters and circulated petitions," 
ahe said. 


As a result of the campaign, state sena- 


tors received more than 8,500 letters op- 
posing the bill. The petition efforts re- 
sulted in 5,900 signatures from 114 commu- 
nities in northern ffiinois. 


But, Mrs. Caylor admitted even she un- 


derestimated the eventual strength of the 
opposition in the Northwest Suburban 
area.

Mount Prospect must be from M to TV 
inches high, according to aa ordinance 
passed by village offldala this week, 


Peaces along lot perimeters can be no 


higher than 42 laches. 


Mayor Robert TUcbert opposed the ac- 


tion, arguing that the height requirement 
for all fences should be unttorm, so resi- 
dents don't have to construct a fence with- 
in a fence. 


"I think It's going to create an unfair 


financial hardship on persons who already 
have a fence. The height of 42 inches 
teems a pretty arbitrary figure to me. 
The outside fence should be the same 
height as we request inside. People plant 
18 feet of Unpenetrable shrubs as natural 
fences and there's nothing wrong with it," 
Tetchert said.

"I waa talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized then- 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who Hve in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
izers. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political grtup once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 
him. I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with UK 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole pasael, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper to the high 
schools.

Why The Raised Fist? 


by KATHIB BARNES 


A chain-smoking 17-year-old sat nervous- 


ly toying with a box of throat lozenges. 
Sporting a button depicting the symbolic 
raised fist of SDS power (students for a 
Democratic Society), long hair, old Jeans 
and an embroidered bag, she was the typi- 
cal stereotyped hippie. 


One difference made her stand out from 


the Old Town legions — she is a child of 
suburbia and the product of a very middle 
class home. 


What makes suburban kids turn to the 


radical politics of a group such as SDS? 
What makes them turn to the violence of 
the streets that so many suburban parents 
abhor? 


"IT'S THE WAY you suddenly realize 


how society is coming down on you. 
Maybe you talked to an organizer, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realize that everything is wrong bare," 


she explained. Admittedly, there aren't 
many suburban "rads." 


"For me, radfcaMzation was automatic. 


From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march in the city, 1 was 
aware of the need for suburban kids to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kids about 
high school organization and when I went 
back and tried it," was the thin girl's an- 
swer. 


SDS has a national organization, with

But with let planes capturing tbt major 


•bare of cross-Atlantic passenger traffic 
and a steady increase in tbe popularity of 
holidays at sea, international steamship 
companies began scheduling spring and 
fall cruises, too. 


Now three of the major lines nave pulled 


luxury liners from the trans-Atlantic ser- 
vice and assigned 
them 
to 
regular 


summer cruises out of New York. And 
new passenger ships are being built with 
the lucrative cruise market foremost in 
mind. 


Cunard's Queen Elisabeth 2, which re- 


placed the Queen Mary and Queen Elisa- 
beth on the Atlantic Ocean snipping lanes, 
was designed primarily as * cruise ship. 
The company itself has described the new 
65,865-ton ttner as a "floating resort ho- 


.The Italian Line was the first to gamble 


that summer cruises by one of Its luxury 
liners would pay off. Last year, it made 
the 33,340-ton Leonardo da Vinci almost a 
fulltlme cruise ship. The response was far 
beyond even the moss optimistic ex- 
pectations — one summer cruise was sold 
out months in advance. 


This year Holland America's Rotterdam, 


38,620 tons, and North German Lloyd's 
Bremen, 32,360 tons, joined in the com- 
petition for the summer cruise passengers. 


The da Vinci has four summer voyages 


scheduled, ranging from seven to IS days, 
and the Rotterdam has five, also from sev- 
en to 18 days, to the West Indies. The Bre- 
men will make three, of 10 to 11 days, to 
Bermuda end Canada. 


AH are alrconditloned as are most of tbe 


ships in regular cruise service, such aa the 
Home Lines 39,140-ton Oceanic. 


Instead of the old-fashioned clutter of of- 


ficers' quarters, radio shacks, storage 
closets and tbe like on the topmost deck of 
most ships converted to cruise service, tbe 
Oceanic has a wide open sun deck and two 
pools. The pool area la enclosed and can 
be* heated during wet, windy and cold 
days. The roof slides open when the weath- 
er is good. The Oceanic piles regularir be- 
tween New York and tbe Bahamas and 
West Indies. 
. While ships caa't compete with Jets, 
who* it comes to speed, even tbe most 
ardent advocate of air travel would nave 
to concede the planes cant compare with 
cruise ships when it comes to pampering 
passengers. 


There la generally only one dan on 


cruises and an public rooms and facilities 
are available to an passengers, regardless 
of what they pay for their' minimum-rato 
cabin on the lowest deck or tbe top-rate 
stateroom on the upper deck. 


There are stewards and stewardesses to 


cater to the whims of passengers in 
rooms, on decks, in tbe dining rooms and 
In the bars, cocktail lounges and night- 
clubs. 
Most ships feature continental cuisine 


but also offer e, variety of American and 
other dishes. 


The 
bigger vesaete have theaters 


snowing 
first-run films, professional en- 


tertainers, and bands and combo* fer 
dancing and listening. There also art duty- 
free shops, card rooms, language and 
dancing lessons. 


The cruise boom has not been cunflHtn 


to tbt Ntw York market. More cruise 
snips are operating out of Miami and other 
East Coast ports than ever before. The 
Sun Lines has added three moce ships for 
cruise service to the Greek islands and 
more cruises are also scheduled to the 
Mediterranean and others of the seven 
seas. 


NorwefianX^uribbeui Unas now baa two 


cndae ships tat Sunward and Star- 
waroV-opentlng out of Miami to Nassau, 
Jamaica and 'ether West ladies iauads 
and wlA put a tbiriUn tenke neat winter. 
It plans to nave five cruise snips la oper- 
ation by 1971.

If tbt idea la to get attention, there's no

Two local state representatives voted 


"yes" on House Bill 2383, which would 
amend the school code to prevent schools 
from teaching sex education courses with- 
out prior written approval from the par- 
ents. 


State Representatives Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arllngton Heights, and David Reg- 
ner, R-Mount Prospect voted for the bill 
when it passed the House of Representa- 
tives Monday by a vote of 101 to 42.

Schlickman told the Herald ho voted for 


the bill because he feels sex education is a 
sensitive area, and that primary control 
over the teaching of these programs 
should be left to the parents.

Creek Bill 
Goes to House 
Floor Talks 


Neartng final approval, the Salt Creek 


bill for flood improvement work in Rolling 
Meadows pined support of the Illinois 
House Appropriations Committee yester- 
day. 


It will be heard on the House floor to- 


rn orrow, according to Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, who is 
handling the bill. 


He expects easy passage of the bill early 


next week since the project caning for 
I3M,000 worth of flood control work to the 
east branch of the creek Is fifth on the 
priority list of the Illinois Division of Wa- 
terways. 


If the House approves it and the gover- 


nor signs the bill, R wffl be the second 
time money has been appropriated for 
creek work hi Rolling Meadows. 


IN 1M7, the General Assembly approved 


a bill for 1800,000 to cover costs of the 
same creek work, but since construction 
was not started during the last bieimtum, 
a re-appropriation was necessary. 


The bin, which has gone through several 


committee bearings since January, gained 
support of the Senate on Tuesday. 


Originally seeking a 1800,010 re-appro- 


priation and 11.5 million for creek im- 
provements north of Euclid Avenue into 
Palatine, aH but 1390,010 was •mended out 
of the bill after Senate committee hear- 
ings. 


The money Is expected to cover costs of 


channel improvements from 1,000 feet 
south if Central Road to Euclid. Most of 
the necessary easements have been ob- 
tained and construction could begin yet 
this summer.

adequate staff can provide the protection 
necessary, be continued. 


Rolling Meadows' population la In the vi- 


cinity of 20,000 and growing, and needs 
newer equipment and man manpower, the 
chief added. 


Tuesday, residents of RoUlng Meadows 


win vote on a referendum to Increase the 
tax base from a cost of 5 cents to an 
average of 8 cento per day for fire protec- 
tion. 


Tha district is asking for the increase to 
hln manpower needed to provide the fire 
protection.

ACCORDING TO- Fogarty, tins is just 


enough men to man one pumper and not 
enough to cover a multiple alarm. During 
the hours of 3:15 and 6:00 p.m., the only 
firemen in the area an the fear full time 
paid men. 


"It would be very difficult for them to 


handle a large fin or multiple alarm with- 
out calling for mutual aid," said Fogarty. 


In a recent letter sent to dtiiens of RoL- 


Ing Meadows, the dtatrict said that it cant 
airy It doesn't like a certain type of build- 
ing erected ta the dty and wont provide 
tin fire protection for It 


He stressed the need for aerial equip- 


ment firf uM the Pllmrfs Inspection Rat- 
mg Bureau, which determines what rate 
dttxens pay for fin and accident insur- 
ance, recommended tiu£ aerial equipment 
and a pumper be pwA*sed and addtiooal 
manpower be hired ta order to try and 
retain the Rolling Meadows present insur- 
ance rating. 


A RAISE IN THIS classification would 


coat the home owners additional money ta 
fin Insurance premiums and for tins ad- 
dtional money nothing ta the way of fin 
protection would be received. 


Fogarty said that thb) protecUoi must 


be provided because Rolling Meadows 
cant expect its neighbors to provide it 


"Your fireman an dtisene of Rolling 


Meadows and they devote their time and 
energies to provide fin protection. They 
pay the same taxes that aft resUents pay 
and the tax for fin protection is very 
•null." ha said.

Schaumbnrg'a "world's largest shopping 


center" and Elk Grove Village's widened 
Higgms Road teetered on the brink of lim- 
bo yesterday but seem to have miide their 
way back to the protective f okb of the 
villages'master plans. 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 


mission (NIPC) forced the two projects to 
want the plank baton seven area mayors 
to Insure they meet ana approval and fit 
ta NIPC's plan for regional development 


Implied ta NIPC's closed-session meet- 


Ing yesterday afternoon was that a shop- 
ping center at Golf and Rt. S3 does not 
conform with the regional development 
plan and that Biggins Road Improvements 
would open the way for this high-density 
development. 


Separate sources after the meeting, bow- 


ever, agreed that NIPC waa convinced the 
future development ana would conform 
with its regional planning. 


THE MEETING WAS one of the few 


times the regional planning agency has 
flexed its muscles by threatening unfavor- 
able comment on an application for feder- 
al funds. Subject to routine NIPC com- 
mentary Is an application for federal par- 
ticipation ta Higgtas Road widening, from 
Elmhunt to Meacham roads. 


Higgins Road widening is part of the 


1IW program of the Hands Division "of 
Highways and eligible for 8040 funding. 


Two village officials present yesterday 


bom said later they felt NIPC people were 
satisfied Higgins Road and the shopping 
canter conform to tin "finger plan" of de- 
veloping the six-county metropolitan ana. 


x Elk Grove Village Pro. Jack Pahl told 
the group Biggins Road is part of the arte- 
rial plan of tin Chicago Area Trans- 
portation Study (CATS), tha official re- 
gional transportation pUnnjng agency that 
worked with NIPC hi producing thefmfer 
plan. 


He interpreted his comments later. say-

er Higgms Road veers from the devel- 
opment plan. 


"THEY SAD) their conscience does not 


•ay it (Higgins Road) fits in with their 
plan," Pahl said about the NIPC officials. 
"But I said Higgms Road is part of the 
CATS plan."

A coauvemokng 17-year-old eat nervous- 


ly toying vlth a box of throat kwages. 
Sporting • button depicting Uw symbolic 
raised flit ul SDS power (stadente for a 
Democratic Society), long hair, oW Jeans 
and an embroidered tag, iho was the typi- 
cal itereotyped hippie. 


One difference made her atand out from 


the Old Town legkns - abe i* a child of 
suburbia and the product of a very middle 
data home. 


What makee suburban kids turn to the 


radical politics of a group nich aa SDS? 
What makes them turn to the violence of 
the streets that so many suburban parents 
abhor? 


"ITS THE WAY you suddenly naMie 


how society is coming down on yon. 
Maybe you talked to an organizer, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realixe that everything is wrong hart," 
aba explained. Admittedly, there treat 
many suburban "rads." 


"For me, radtcaUsation waa automatic. 


From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march In the city, 1 waa 
aware of the need for suburban tide to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kids about 
high school organization and when I went 
back and tried it," wu the thin girl's an- 


SDS has a national organixatkm, with 


headquarter* In Chicago, which has 
recently been the butt of attempted sub- 
version by various outside factions a* well 
as splintering within the group itself.

"SOMETIMES, the national organisers 


get too wrapped op In fighting In the fac- 
tions and they forget about organising." 


The answer, the Bays la in reaching the 


"working class people." These are the 
people who have "had the eystem come 
down on them," she aays, therefore they 
can be reached the easiest 


She condemned middle class subur- 


banites who "inteUectuallie the problems 
instead of looking at them as they really 
are." 


"The principal of our high school actual- 


ly toU us that we would not be hurt by the 
fact we haven't associated with any 
blacks. All I can say la suburbanites live 
in an unreal existence. They dont know 
what it's all about." 


The working clasi kids have always 


been told they aren't very smart, abe says, 
and they actually believe it. Organizing In 
the working class neighborhoods la this 
girls "bag" and abe feels all the potential 
lies in this area. 


"THEY ARENT afraid to put them- 


selves on the line becuaae they don't have 
anything to lose. Some of them, especially 
some of the Young Lords I hive gotten to 
know are wilHng to pot their bodies on the 
Una for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americana who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
dty. 


The problem win suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wanta to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who la a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once Jost a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
lien. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organlM a political group once, and he 
•aid he needed some smart people to help 


him. I toU him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I waa the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she aald, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what Is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole paaael, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper hi the high- 
schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much aa 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to coHege 


soon, but with this new excitement, I al- 
most wish I could stay here," abe said. 


The underground staff is expected to do 


things for themselves, or the moat part, 
but they are getting SDS assistance. 


"THESE KIDS don't know much about 


theory or poUtica at all. But they do know 
they've gotten burned. We're trying to 
help them in cop control and organizing 
support. They aren't SDS members now, 
because they Just wouldn't understand the 
theory.' 


"I hear from SDS national that things 


are about ready to go at Wheeling, but 
since I don't work in the area, I cant real- 
ly say anything specific," she said. 


What about the middle class suburban 


kids, with their SOS-condemned values 
and their money? How can they be 
reached? 


"It's hard for a middle class Ud to get 


into this. Unless we send organizers into 
the schools or we have a store front office 
in the town, it's pretty hard to get in." 


"We've had a lot of police oppression 


and everyone is pretty paranoid. 


"WHEN I JOINED, it was easy to just 


walk into national headquarters and ask 
people questions. 


"Now mat's impossible. There is a steel- 


plated door with four bolts. That's just to 
get through the first door. They look at 
you through a peephole. It's really up tight 
down there." 


On campuses, the organizing has been 


directed at lower-priced universities where 
working class students might be attracted. 


HANDS CLASNfrlN friendship are as 
much a symbol of SDS at the raised 
fist of power, says a suburban high 


"It's much easier to join an SDS chapter 


at a university because all you have to do 
is to go to the meetings and eventually 
you're accepted,' she said. 


The important thing is to remember the

Lennon and his bride, Yoko, comes to your 
town, perhaps It would help if you had 
some idea what it's like. 


Once yon know, maybe you'll decide to 


go to a movie instead, or stay borne and 
w«tcfa a battgame, Anyway. . . 


The bed-in takes a little getting used to, 


even for a reporter. Here's what it was 
like one recent afternoon in Montreal:

in for peace." 


H the idea is to get attention, there's no

May weekend in Montreal, the Lennons 
have a lot of company.

of them seemingly to present the bed-in 
pair with flowers, and assorted plain gaw- 
kers. 


Then there is the telephone, tt seems to 


listeners naL jut about every radio sta- 
tion iu the U.S. A. ie calltog on this particu- 
lar afternoon to "tape a few words." One 
such can it from Florida. Another-at 
least one from New York. Lennon ap- 
pears happy to talk with them aU. 


"What do yon think of the Irish?" one 


reporter asks, somewhat surprisingly. 


"The Irish.. ." Lsooon begin*, then the 


phone la ringing and be is interviewed long 
distance for 10 minutes. As though there's 
been no Interruption Lennon picks right up 
where he'd stopped. "The Irish are beau- 
tiful," he answers. He adds that "me 
grandparents were Irish, there are Len- 
nons In the west of Ireland. I think I have 
an aunt there but I've never visited her." 


Yoko stirs under her coverlet and of- 


fers: "We were there (Ireland) last 
spring. It was very mystic." 


Would the Irish accept his and Yoke's 


bedroom marathon, even for peace? "Ah," 
says Lennon. "TheTrish have a sense of 
humor. They'll get the point." 


Apropos of nothing special Lennon re- 


marks, "This is me holiday. So I can do 
what I feel like. We'll see what we'll do 
next" 


The Buddhists announced they wish 


to chant for peace. No, says a radio man. 
He doesn't want that on his tape. "Chant 
in the other room," Lennon tells them gen- 
erously. 


Is it true, as reported from Toronto, tfaat 


the Lennons had invited Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau (called "the swinger" in 
British newspapers) to bed-in with them? 


No, 
says 
Lennon. 
"The Toronto 


Press distorted completely my remarks 
about Prime Minister Trudeau. I never 
said a word about inviting him to share 
the bed- although I think he shares our 
belief in peace." 


Someone asks the Lennona whether they 


"still are smoking pot" The question 
being based on his marijuana conviction 
which resulted In the United States' refus- 
al to admit him. 


"Pot? I haven't been on tt for a year," 


states the Beatie. 'Tm not using pot now 
because of personal reasons. But I'm not 
pushing against it." 


A noise outside proves to be some 


youngsters trying to force their way In. 
Haraaeed hotel employes are keeping 
them out, although there seems no special 


to At no time, in fact, is there 


anything approaching calm in the suite. 


The Buddhists, unable to chant at bed- 


side, decide not to go into the next room, 
but to depart* not entirely pleased with 
being cheated of their chant. 


The bed-in never really ends but tends to 


entertain newcomers in relays. Four hours 
seems enough for one reporter. But there 
does seem one pertinent question un- 


touched on. How is the bed-in peace cam- 
paign making out? 


"Oh, dynamite!" exclaims an American 


identified earlier as a "dtoc jockey." Leo- 
non corrects him. 


"No," the peace-campaigner stye. "Not 


dynamite—more like cotton wool" 


There was more, of course, but now you

Two local state representatives voted 


"yes" on House BUI 3323, which would 
amend the school code to prevent schools 
from teaching sex education courses with- 
out prior written approval from the par- 
ents. 


State Representatives Eugene SchUck- 


man, R-Arlington Heights, and David Reg- 
ner, R-Mount Prospect voted for the bin 
when it passed tbe House of Representa- 
tives Monday by a vote of 101 to 42. The 
bill, sponsored by Rep. Philip Collins, is 
now up for consideration by the Senate. 


Schlickman told the Herald he voted for 


the bill because he feels sex education is a 
sensitive area, and that primary control 
over tbe teaching of these 
programs 


should be left to the parents. 


"My vote in favor of this bill should not 


be taken as a criticism of any program 
now offered by any particular school dis- 
trict," Rep. Schlickman stated. "I know 
that some school districts, including Dist. 
21 in my area, have been criticized for 
their sex education programs, and I am 
not familiar with any particular courses 
and my vote was not intended to imply an 
evaluation of any programs," be said. 


"I SIMPLY FEEL that this is a very 


touchy area and that parents should de- 
cide if they want their children to receive 
this instruction in school." 


Schlickman said he thought the bill will 


pass tbe Senate when it comes up for con- 
sideration there. 


"If it got through the House, it should 


also pass the Senate, since the House is 
generally more critical of this type of leg- 
islation," Scblkkman said;

"Most parents art probably in favor of 


sex education in the schools, but a few 
may oppose it on religious or moral 
grounds and should have the right to pre- 
vent their children from participating," 
Regner said. 


He said tbe mail be has received con- 


cerning sex education legislation has gen- 
erally been about evenly divided between 
those favoring and those opposing it. He 
also predicted that the bill would pass the 
Senate. 


REP. EUGENIA Chapman, D-Artmgton 


Heights, voted against HB 2323, stating 
that local school districts should have tbe 
right to determine their policy in the area 
of sex education. 


SchHckman and Mrs. Chapman voted 


against another Collins-sponsored sex edu- 
cation biU, HB 2322, when it was defeated 
by the House Monday. Rep. Regner stated 
Out be had supported the measure. 


Tbe bUl would have required the written 


permission of parents before their children 
could have taken examinations concerning 
religious beliefs, home life and similar 
personal matters. 


'People' Won Battle 
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"A lot of people feel politics involves 


money I think politics is people, united 
together When they decide something is 
wrong, they can win their fight." These 
are the words of Mrs Marie Caylor, a 
woman who won her fight 


Little more than a week ago she led a 


determined group of 33 residents from 
unincorporated areas in the Northwest 
Suburbs to Springfield to oppose the Sen- 
ate passage of House Bill 1241 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. Eugene 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, would 
have allowed municipalities to annex ad- 
Joining unincorporated areas by ordi- 
nance 


Though the bill had already passed in 


the House, the opposition of Northwest 
area suburbanites, plus that of such orga- 
nizations as the Illinois manufacturers' As- 
sociation, led the committee considering 
the bill to have second thoughts. 


The bill was referred to a subcommittee 


for "further consideration," thus killing it, 
for the present. 


Mrs. Caylor, a native of Kansas City, 


has lived in Prospect Heights five years. 
Prior to that she lived in Chicago "We 
moved out here," she said, "because I 
wanted to have a yard to dig in again." 


Her house is furnished in well-defined 


oriental styles, the result of collecting ori- 
ental furniture since she was married 31 
years ago. 


Mrs. Caylor and her husband, Harry, op- 


erate a public relations firm in Des 
Plaines. She has headed several citizens' 
campaigns, including one in 1960 to get 
legislation and a subsequent referendum 
to open Chicago's public schools as recrea- 
tion centers 


Presently she is a director of the Euclid- 


Lake Association, one of nine homeowners' 
g r o u p s 
in unincorporated Prospect

Mrs Caylor was well equipped to fight 


HB 1241. 


"When we first heard of the bill," she 


•aid, "four of us (from the Euclid-Lake 
Association) met with Schlickman and told 
him we thought it was a very bed WU " 


"Schlickman told us he dtdn t know too 


much about the bill," she continued. "He 
said be was sponsoring it after Governor 
Ogilvie had asked him to." 


According to Mrs. Caylor, Schlickman 


told them Ogilvie saw the Dill as a means 
to cut down on county expenses. Presum- 
ably, by getting more area Into munkipeJ- 
Ues, the state's counties wwld have to 
supply services for lees area. 


"At the meeting," said Mrs Caylor,

amendments that would satisfy us." 


Mrs Oaytor said her next contact with 


the bijl came when she attended a meeting 
April 23 of the House Municipalities Com- 
mittee. 


'At least 15 mayors were there support- 


ing the bill " "Myself and Paul Stemm of 
the Prospect Heights Sanitary District 
were the only ones there opposing It," she 
added. The committee gave it a "do pass" 
recommendation. 


Mrs. Caylor mentioned the amendment 


that was added "to assuage us." Essen- 
tially it said an area can be annexed if it 
"is all or part of an area bonded together 
by common or unique characteristics, pre- 
sently recognized or Identified as a sepa- 
rate community, and which is over 65 per 
cent reskfentially developed and con- 
tiguous to more thac two municipalities.' 


"This was too nebulous for us and I felt 


k was also unconstitutional," she ex- 
plained. 


The campaign to defeat the bHl in the 


Senate began on May 22, after several 
meetings of homeowners' association. "We 
sent out letters and circulated petitions," 
she said. 


As a result of the campaign, state sena- 


tors received more than 8,500 letters op- 
posing the bill. The petition efforts re- 
sulted in 5,900 signature! from 114 commu- 
nities in northern Illinois. 


But, Mrs. Caylor admitted even she un- 


derestimated tbe eventual strength of tbe 
opposition in the Northwest Suburban 
area.

Schlickman Against Tax 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, this week voted 
against a bill giving counties the authority 
to enact a 2-cent gasoline tax to subsidize 
a rapid transit system within Cook County. 
The measure passed the House, 94-42. 


Schlickman said if the bill passes the 


Senate and is approved by the governor, it 
will mean a gasoline tax increase of ap- 
proximately (28 a year to be paid by every 
automobile owner in Cook County for the 
support of the Chicago Transit Authority. 


"I sympathize with the present plight of 


the Chicago Transit Authority," said 
Schlickman, "and I have voted every ses- 
sion for a direct state subsidy to the CTA. 


"ALSO, I have voted with the CTA 


against past proposed legislation which 
would have imposed a statutory duty upon 
the CTA to provide half-fare trans- 
portation to our senior citizens during off 
rush-hours. Just recently, the Chicago 
Transit Authority, after many yean of op- 
position to such half-fan transportation, 
has established this practice and now 
relies upon it as one basis for this finan- 
cial assistance. 


"Instead of further taxation, especially 


upon the many residents of our county 
who do not use the CTA facilities, it would 
seem more appropriate for the trans- 
portation system, and Chicago, to eugage 
in a review and overhaul of the means by 
which the CTA is operated and financed," 
Schlickman concluded.

Maybe you talked to an organiser, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realise that everything is wrong here," 
she explained. Admittedly, there aren't 
many subarban "reds."

From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march in the city, I was 
aware of the need for suburban Uds to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kJda about 
high school organization and wb* I went

version by various outside factions as well 
as splintering within the group itself. 


"SOMETIMES, the national organizers 


get too wrapped up in fighting hi the fac- 
tions and they forget about organizing." 


The answer, she says is in reaching the 


''working class people," Tbest are the 
people who have "had the system come 
down on them," she says, therefore they 
can be reached the easiest. 


She condemned middle class subur- 


banites who "intellectuclize the problems 
instead of looking at them as tiny really 
are." 


"The principal of our high school actual- 


ly told us that we would not be hurt by the 
fact we haven't associated with any 
blacks. An 1 can say is suburbanites live 
in an unreal existence. They dont know 
what it's all about." 


The working class kids have always 


been told they aren't very smart, she says, 
and they actually believe it. Organizing in 
the working class neighborhoods is this 
girls "bag" and she feels all the potential 
lies in this area. 


"THEY AREN'T afraid to put them- 


selves on the line becuase they don't have 
anything to lose. Some of them, especially 
some of the Young Lords I have gotten to 
know are willing to put their bodies on the 
line for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city. 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too Indoctrinated with 
middte class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by

"I talked to a greaser gay who wanted 


to organize a political group once, and he 
•aid he needed some smart people to beip 
him. 1 told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him be was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


win the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passel, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper in the high 
schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to college 


soon, but with this new excitement, I al- 
most wish I could stay here," she said.

Mount Prospect once o^ain topped the 


Northwest suburban area by more than 
91.7 million in state Mies tax collections 
laat year, atate reports show. 


Boosted by sales at Randhurst Shopping 


Center. Mount Prospect pulled in 95.8 mil- 
lion, an increase of 91.1 million over last 
year. Arlington Heights totaled 94 million, 
an increase of 91 million over 1967. 


Total sales tax collections in other 


Northwest suburban communities Included 
Elk Grove Village with 92.5 million, Pala- 
tine with 91.8 million, Wheeling v.ith $1.2 
million, Rolling Meadows with $1.1 million, 
Hoffman Estates with 9653,000, Schaum- 
burg with 9436,000, Buffalo Grove with 
9219,00 0 and Prospect Heights with 
9187,000. 


THE TOTAL FOR THE area jumped 


from 913.9 million in 1967 to 917.9 million, 
an increase of 22 per cent. 


Arlington Heights, waiting for a tax in- 


crease when the Northpoint Shopping Cen- 
ter's sales will be reflected in tax totals, 
led the area in food and furniture sales 
and auto and filling station tax revenue. 


Elk Grove Village, with its highly devel- 


oped Centex Industrial Psrk, collected 
three times as much revenue as did other 
local communities in manufacturing sales 
tax. 


The continuing boom in the Northwest 


suburbs was reflected by the fact that ev- 
ery category - from general merchandise 
revenue to furniture revenue — showed an 
increase. 


The sales tax figures released by the 


atate represent the 5 per cent charged on 
all retail sates. In other words, Arlington 
Heights' sales tax revenue of 94 million is 
only 5 per cent of total sales in 1968, which 
totaled 980 million.

sales, 4V4 per cent goes to the state. A

Will the Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence take a swat at the swatters who are 
taxing to swat mosquitos? 


"You're not getting what you're paying 


for," the chairman of the Palatine "mos- 
quito committee" declared Wednesday to 
conference mayors and managers. 


Mrs. Clayton Brown of Palatine, com- 


mittee chairman, did not mean the north- 
west suburbs were being cheated of mos- 
quitos — rather, in service of ex- 
terminating the pests. Her criticism was 
aimed at the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District, (NMAD) a special district 
government. 


Mrs. Brown petitioned the conference to 


appoint its own mosquito study committee 
to work with her group. She promised to 
send to area mayors a completed eight- 
point program stemming from committee 
study. 


CONFERENCE PRES. Robert Atcher, 


Schaumburg president, asked each confer- 
ence mayor to find a person willing to 
serve on such a committee. Mrs. Brown 
said one of the points in the committee's 
18-page report Is to get broader municipal 
support to become more effective. 


She charged the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District board has embarked 
on a provable noneffective control pro- 
gram and has been unresponsive to inter- 
est of the citizens group. 


"Our goal is to get them (the district 


trustees) to switch to a permanent control 
program that we have been paying for for 
14 years," Mrs. Brown told the confer- 
ence. "They are using the temporary pro- 
gram, fogging." 


HER HUSBAND, a Palatine trustee, 


mentioned another problem of the citizens 


group. When terms of mosquito abatement 
district trustees expired last fall, the com- 
mittee presented a circuit court judge with 
four names from fields of entomology, 
biology and science, Brown said. However, 
these persons were not appointed, he said. 


Palatine Pres. John Moodte said, "It ap- 


pears the district is embarking on an in- 
effective control program. Our main con- 
cern is that tax money is being spent and 
we're not getting effective control. 


"So I don't know if we shoudl work to 


abolish the district or force them to em- 
bark on a different program." 


THE DISTRICT taxes two cents per 9100 


equalized assessed valuation and antici- 
pates 9100,000 in revenues this year. It 
coven a 240 square-mile area, including 
all the 13-community conference area.

center" and Elk Grove Village's widened 
Higgins Road teetered on the brink of lim- 
bo yesterday but seem to have made their 
way back to the protective folds of the 
villages' master plans. 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 


mission (NIPC) forced the two projects to 
walk the plank before seven area mayors 
to Insure they meet area approval and fit 
in NIPC's plan for regional development. 


Implied In NIPC's closed-session meet- 


Ing yesterday afternoon was 'hat a shop- 
ping center at Golf and Rt. >3 does not 
conform with the regional development 
plan and that Higgins Road Improvements 
would open the way for this high-oensity 
development. 


Separate sources after the meeting, how- 


ever, agreed that NIPC was convinced the 
future development area would conform 
with its regional planning. 


THE MEETING WAS ont. of the few 


times the regional planning agency has 
flexed its muscles by threatening unfavor- 
able comment on an application for feder- 
al funds. Subject to routine NIPC com- 
mentary is an application for federal par- 
ticipation in Higgins Road widening, from 
Elmhurst to Meacham roads. 


Higgins Road widening is part of the 


1969 program of the Hbnois Division of 
Highways and eligible for BO-N funding. 


Two village officials present yesterday 


both said later they felt NIPC people were 
satisfied Higgins Road and the shopping 
center conform to the "finger plan" of de- 
veloping the six-county metropolitan area.

erations by that date.

the group Higgins Road is part of the arte- 
rial plan of the Chicago Area Trans- 
portation Study (CATS), the official re- 
gional transportation planning agency that 
worked with NIPC in producing the finger 
plan. 


He interpreted his comments later, say- 


ing CATS' tie-in with NIPC could salve 
any consciences when commenting wheth- 
er Higgins Road veers from the devel- 
opment plan. 


"THEY SAID their conscience does not 


say it (Higgins Road) fits in with their 
plan," Pahl said about the NIPC officials. 
"But I said Higgins Road is part of the 
CATS plan." 


Hoffman Estates Trustee Mrs. Virginia 


Hayter said, "I went away with the feeling 
the NIPC officials agreed, it does fit into 
the plan." 


Larry Aggens, director of public ser- 


vices for NIPC, explained Wednesday the 
purpose of the meeting would be to review 
Schaumburg's development and would al- 
low every community to comment on 
plans of one community. 


The Higgins Road application for federal 


funding was the excuse to call together 
mayors from Schaumburg, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows. 


What might have surprised the planning 


agency was the unanimous support for 
S c h a u m b u r g ' s development plans. 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert Atcber is re- 
ported to have mentioned his village mas- 
ter plan wss on record before release of 
the 1968 finger plan. 


Not even a NIPC staffer's economic fig- 


ures on Schaumburg's center drawing 
away retail business excited the group, it 
was reported. Mrs. Hayter said there is 
agreement the center will be of benefit to 
growth to the entire area. Though area 
shopping centers might be financially hurt 
the first year, population growth will bal- 
ance it out, she said. 


BY REFUSING TO comment favorably 


on the Higgins Road federal application, 
NIPC might have denied the project feder- 
al funding. This action could have delayed 
it and the shopping center that will depend 
on the arterial. 


According to Aggens, Higgins Road 


could be one factor opening the entire 
Northwest suburban area to intensive de- 
velopment, the NIPC finger plan has rec- 
ommended high density development cor- 
ridors along major mass transit lines and 
the apparent question was whether Hig- 
gins Road would fill in a green belt be- 
tween "fingers." 


As a regional planning agency, NIPC is 


authorized to comment on applications for 
federal grants. A "negative" review would 
indicate these applications do not conform 
with NIPC's development plans. 


The planning agency has a policy of 


ameliorating differences, rather than re- 
jecting applications. 


THE SUIURBANITE FADES into the background as SDS

A chain-smoking 17-year-old sat nervous- 


ly toying with a box of throat lozenges. 
Sporting a button depicting the symbolic 
raised fist of SDS power (students for a 
Democratic Society), long hair, old jeans 
and an embroidered bag, she was the typi- 
cal stereotyped hippie. 


One difference made her stand out from 


the Old Town legions - she is a child of 
suburbia and the product of a very middle 
class home. 


What makes suburban kids turn to the 


radical politics of a group such as SDS? 
What makes them turn to the violence of 
the streets that so many suburban parents 
abhor? 


"IT'S THE WAY you suddenly realize 


how society is coming down on you. 
Maybe you talked to an organizer, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realize that everything is wrong here," 
she explained. Admittedly, there aren't 
many suburban "rads." 


"For me, radfcalization was automatic. 


From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march in the city, I was 
aware of the need for suburban kids to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kids about 
high school organization and when I went 
back and tried it," was the thin girl's an- 
swer. 


SDS has a national organization, with 


headquarters 
in Chicago, which has 


recently been the butt of attempted sub- 
version by various outside factions as well 
as splintering within the group itself. 


"SOMETIMES, the national organizers 


get too wrapped up in fighting in the fac- 
tions and they forget about organizing." 


The answer, she says is in reaching the 


"working class people." These are the 
people who have "had the system come 
down on them," she says, therefore they 
can be reached the easiest. 


She condemned middle class subur- 


banites who "inteuectaalize the problems 
instead of looking at them as they really 
are." 


"The principal of our high school actual- 


ly told us that we would not be hurt by the 
fact we haven't associated with any 
blacks. All I can say is suburbanites live 
in an unreal existence. They dont know 
what it's all about" 


The working clan kkla haw always 


been told they ann't very smart, aba says, 
and they actually believe it OrganfatBf to 
the working dasa neighborhoods fe this, 


girls "bag" and she feels all the potential 
lies in this area. 


"THEY ARENT afraid to put them- 


selves on the line becuase they don't have 
anything to lose. Some of them, especially 
some of the Young Lords I have gotten to 
know are willing to put their bodies on the 
line for something they believe m. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city. 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized the* 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang, now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greaaera, 
too.'

"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political group once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 
him. I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him be was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coining school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passed, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper 
In the high 


schools. They have felt the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to college 


svm, but with this new excitement, I al- 
most wish I could stay here," she said. 


The underground staff is expected to do 


things for themselves, or the most part, 
but they are getting SDS assistance. 


"THESE KIDS don't know much about 


theory or politics at all. But they do know 
they've gotten burned. We're trying to 
help them in cop control and organizing 


support. They aren't SDS members now, 
because they just wouldn't understand the 
theory.' 


"I hear from SDS national that things 


ate about ready to go at Wheeling, but 
since I don't work in the area, I can't real- 
ly say anything specific," she said. 


What about the middle class suburban 


kids, with their SOS-condemned values 
and their money? How can they be 
reached? 


"It's hard for a middle class kid to get 


into this. Unless we send organizers Into

"WHEN I JOINED, it was easy to just 


walk into national headquarters and ask 
people questions. 


"Now that's impassible. There is a steel- 


plated door with four bolts. That's just to 
get through the first door. They look at 
you through a peephole. It's really up tight 
down there." 


On campuses, the organizing has been 


directed at tower-priced universities where 
working class students might be attracted. 


"It's much easier to join an SDS chapter 


at a university because all you have to do 
is to go to the meetings and eventually 
you're accepted,' she said. 


The important thing is to remember the 


movement is always first. If there's a 
meeting and you could go over to some- 
body's house and smoke dope, you've got 
to remember the important thing is to go 
to the meeting — to reach people."

Out-patient Psychotherapy Grows 


Many persons with emotional problems 


do not require hospitallzatlon. Like their 
counterparts who have physical problems, 
they simply are seeking treatment for the 
specific ailment which is causing their 
mental distress. 


Patients that have been hospitalized of- 


ten require Mow-up treatment after dis- 
charge to serve as a bridge between their 
life in the hospital and their adjustment to 
the community. 


For these reasons, treatment has been 


made available to citizens in the out- 
patient department of psychiatric hospi- 
tals. Depending on their personal sched- 
ules, men and women visit this depart- 
ment during the day or evening for thera- 


py-Therapy is planned so that there is no 
disruption of the family circle, school or 
work. The person's daily routine is 
changed as little as possible because 
maintaining the everyday schedule can in 
itself be therapy. 


Those who come to the out-patient de- 


partment for treatment may be anxious 
adolescents, harried housewives or an un- 
happy married couple. Or they m«y be 
troubled toddlers or an entire familj torn 
apart by dissension. 


Whether it be a child guidance center or 


young adult service, the service is what 
may be termed "custom-tailored" for the 
person who requires therapy. The broad 


spectrum which is covered in this depart- 
ment makes it possible for the utilization 
of other services that the therapist may 
find necessary during the course of treat- 
ment. 


As originally conceived, out-patient ser- 


vices were confined to evening hours and 
pertained mainly to adults. Recognizing 
community needs, many hospitals have 
expanded this department to the daytime 
hours, and in addition to the programs 
mentioned above, may maintain a family 
service therapy service, adult group thera- 
py or marital service. 


The person who has been in an accident 


may require physical therapy treatment 
for some time until .\e has recovered. 


In the same way, i person who has an 


emotional problem may require psy- 
chotherapy until he has recovered.

sented their course schedules to a termin- 
al operator, who keyed the terminal "on- 
line" with the college computer. When the 
student's social security number was en- 
tered in the computer the video terminal 
presented an instant playback of courses 


previously taken by the student. 


The computer recorded new courses to 


be taken, notified the student if classes 
were closed or in conflict, and indicated 
the tuition and fees — with everything 
shown visually on the terminal's screen. 


Admissions and registrar director.Donn 
B. Stansbury, said he was extremely hap 
py with the results of computerized regis- 
tration. "We will really see the results of 
this system in fall, when we anticipate 
over 5,000 students to enroll," he said.

Join the Army; tfe A Star

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Nearly every- 


body agrees that it would be nice if mili- 
tary spending could be reduced without 
unduly weakening the nation's defenses. 


I don't know whether Rep. John M. Mur- 


phy, D-N.Y., had that in mind when he 
introduced a bill to prohibit Penta- 
gon cooperation in the filming of motion 
pictures. But it could work out that way. 


At the present time, as you may know, 
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when a movie script calk for an Army, 
Navy or Air Force, the producer custo- 
marily borrows one from the Pentagon. 


Murphy moved to end that practice after 


six servicemen were injured during the 
filming of "Tora! Tor a! Tore;" a 20th 
Century-Fox treatment of the Japanese at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. 


Should this bill be enacted, motion pic- 


ture studios would have no choice but to 
recruit, train and equip their own armed 
forces. Otherwise, they could not continue 
to produce war epics on the scale to which 
we moviegoers have become accustomed. 


Twentieth Century-Fox, for example, 


would have to scale down "Tora! Tora! 
Tora!" to Just plain "Tora!" 


Once each studio has its own army, 


navy and air force, the military potential 
of the United States obviously will be sev- 
eral times greater than it is now. 


This would make it possible for the De- 


fense Department to cut the military 
budget by discharging a few million ser- 
vicemen. 


The department no longer would need 


such a large force to meet its com- 
mitments in Southeast Asia, Europe, the 
Middle East and Hollywood. 


In event of an emergency, it could sim- 


ply borrow an army, navy or air force 
from one of the studios, depending on 
which one happened to be between pic- 
tures at the time. 


One immediate result would be a speed- 
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up in the withdrawal of American 
troops 
from Vietnam. The U.S. Army 


could pull out and let the South Vietnam- 
ese and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer assume a 
larger share of the fighting. 


Proper credit would be given, of course. 


As they marched forth into battle, the 
troops would carry a banner reading: 
"This war could not have been waged 
without the cooperation of 20th Century- 
Fox." 


There is, however, an element of risk in 


this concept. It would, I fear, greatly com- 
plicate disarmament negotiations with the 
Soviet Union. 


The United States might reach an agree- 


ment with the Russians, but if Paramount 
refused to sign tt, claiming it needed a 
large standing army for its next picture, 
the treaty would be meaningless.

crats began to howl about an alleged deal 
between OgiMe and Mayor Richard Daley 
of Chicago, which featured Daley's sup- 
port for a flat income tax in exchange for 


passage of bills Daley wants for Chicago. 


THOSE INCLUDED state aid for educa- 


tion increases to meet the price of Daley's 
settlement with striking Chicago teachers 
and a subsidy for the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority. 


Infuriated that the political negotiations 


didn't include downsta'e Democrats, 37 
representatives led by Rep. Clyde Choate, 
D-Anna, and Redmond caucused and de- 
manded at least a differentiated income 
tax proposal that would hit corporations 
for twice the rate as individuals. 


With little response from Democratic 


leadership on Monday, Redmond said, the 
downstate Democrats began a filibuster 
which was quelled only when joint lead- 
ership asked mat it be halted. 


"WE MET with House Minority Leader 


Rep. John P. Touhy on Monday after- 
noon," Redmond said. The Bensenville 
islator said Touhy was furious, but the 37 
remained unified and refused to give in. 


All of a sudden Daley insisted there was 


no deal with Ogilvie and that he, too, pre- 
ferred a differential along the same lines 
as Choate and Redmond sought, 
kg- That led to an impromptu press con- 
fer- 
ence in which Ogilvie blasted the Demo- 
crats for playing politics. The minority 
party simply shrugged. 


In the meantime, continued unification 


between Cook County and downstate 
Democrats was planned when all down- 
state county chairman and legislators 
were invited to a caucus Wednesday night. 


THAT INVITATION included Touhy and 


other Chicago leaders, and the intent was 


to heal wounds and plan an assault on 
Ogilvie's $4.4 billion budget proposal. 


After that session, Democrats 
an- 


nounced a package calling fro a 2 per cent 
tax on individuals, 4 per cent on corpo- 
rations, and a one per cent reduction in 
the state sales tax. 


It had the immediate blessings of Demo- 


cratic leadership, including Daley, who 
said the differential was preferred by 
Democrats "from the beginning." 


The nature of power behind the Red- 


mond-Choate move was the critical num- 
ber of 37 votes. Republicans hold a major- 
ity in the house by a 95-82 edge, but no 
more than 70 Republicans and IS Demo- 
crats are willing to vote tx the tax, in 
Redmond's opinion. 


That's four votes short of the necessary 


89 to pass the measure, and Republicans 
in both houses aren't pressing for a vote 
until they know they have enough. 


Defections in Republican ranks include 


Rep. James "Pate" Philip and State Sen, 
Jack Knuepfer, both of this area. 


WHO THEN, are the 37 downstate 


Democrats? 


"There are some from Cook County," 


Redmond said, "but I guess you could say 
it's an offshoot of the Democratic Study 
Group" that has as its leader Illinois 
Treasurer Adlai Stevenson III, and oppo- 
nent of Daley. 


"It's about time ve made it a statewide 


party," Redmond said of the Democrats. 
He viewed the chances of unification with 
Daley as good. "There was no personal 
animosity through it all, which was sur- 
prising. They're just backing away from 


their deal." 


What about their differential demand? 
While Daley was saying he'd like a dif- 


ferentiated tax, Redmond was saying "I 
have a feeling that it would be acceptable 
to Touhy." 


Is it irresponsible to play politics with 


state finances? 


"WE'RE NOT being irresponsible. My 


mail is showing very strong sentiment for 
budget reductions; some people would be 
willing to accept an income tax if there 
were some economies exercised," Red- 
mond said. 


He compared spending of the Ogilvie 


and Kerner administratioss, pointing to 
"much higher" costs by the Republican 
governor. 


"He has two — two — separate budget 


departments that cost a total of $1.2 mil- 
lion. Kerner had one and it cost $200,000. 
That's a million - dollar - difference. 


"Pgilvie's staff will cost $144,000; Ker- 


ner's cost $44,000. There's another $100,000. 


"Our next move will be to suggest bud- 


et cuts," Redmond said. "The governor 
get cuts," Redmond said. "The governor 
had asked for much more than be needs 


How much more? 
"AT LEAST $500 million," came the re- 


sonse. 


But what about the chaos in the General 


Assembly? What will happen to other leg- 
islation? 


"Governor Kerner didn't have chaos, 


and he was a Democrat with a Republican 
legislature," Redmond said. "Sure there's 
politics involved, and it's bound to hurt the 
Republicans." 


He cited increased fees for license plates 


as an example. "That'll hurt the farmers 
more than anyone else. The Republicans 
need the farm vote. They won't get it be- 
cause the GOP was taken for a ride by the 
administration." 


"The shoe is on the other foot now. It 


was the Republican party which set up 
these alleged problems, and now it's their 
responsibility to present workable propos- 
als. But the people just don't want an in- 
come tax, and we can't give the governor 
anything more than a differentiated tax. 


"BUT," HE concluded, "we'U took at 


the budget first and see if a tax is neces- 
sary at all." 


Redmond recalled the campaign last 


year, and commented: "Ogilvie made a 
speech to the Elmhurst Chamber of Com- 
merce, in which he said there would be no 
need for an income tax. Now he's demand- 
ing one." 


How good is Redmond's word? 
"I've been around down here a lot long- 


er than the governor. I think I know 
what's going on. I've got a little senior- 
ity." 


REDMOND HAS; he's one of the most 


powerful downstate Democrats, and is of- 
ten mentioned as a successor to Touhy as 
House minority leader. To get that post, 
he'll have to have Daley on his side — and 
the political implications of a state income 
tax proposal may be the key. 


In the meantime, a frustrated governor 


is still trying to round up the necessary 
votes to pass the bill that will finance the 
needs of Chicago. 


Asks Support For Pending Bingo Bill

Bill Burde of Bensenville, the Northwest 


suburbs leading proponent of legalized 
bingo in Illinois, is at it again. 


Burde is encouraging all former bingo 


players to write their state senators re- 
questing they vote favorably on the bingo 
bill. 


The bill was approved by the Senate 


Judiciary committee Monday by a 6-5 vote 
after having been stalled because of a 5-5 
deadlock. It is sponsored by Sen. Howard 
Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Burde said he feels the bill will pass 


when it comes to the Senate floor between 
now and June 30. He conceded he's a little 
worried that it may be killed in the last 
minute rush prior to the closing of the ses- 
sion. 


That's why he's urging constituents to 


write letters. 


"WE'LL TRY TO drum up enthusiasm 


this weekend at the state VFW convention 
in Peoria," he said. 


Veterans, fraternal, civic, and religious 


not-for-profit organizations are the ones 
who will benefit if the bill becomes law, 
Burde said. 


The bill cleared the House, 102-52, in 


April. Thirty votes are needed for passage 
in the Senate. 


Burde discounted fears that the crime

He called "utterly ridiculous" the CTA 


absorbing nine suburban bus companies 
"when they can't handle the situation in 
Chicago." Mu>die asked instead for a 
highway grid system for automobile use. 


DISCUSSION CAME up on a series of 


bills the conference considered backing in 
the final days of the Illinois General As- 
sembly. The 2-cent gas tax to subsidize the 
city's mass transportation system is now 
considered part of the Daley-Ogilvie in- 
come tax barter. 


Hoffman Estates Pres. Fred Downey 


•aid his village board last week also went 
on record in opposition to the CTA's pro- 
posed public subsidy. 


"Our community is served by the Mil- 


waukee Road and Chicago and North 
Western and they don't need subsidy," 
Downey said. 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pabl stood 


alone in support of the city measure, say- 
ing that unless the conference suggests an 
alternative, it should not take a stand. 


"I'd support Moodie if I could come up

nally proposed. 


Games could only be played one night a 


week at $1 a card for 25 games. The limit 
anyone could win in one game would be 
$500. Winnings would be restricted to 
$1,720 for 25 games, he said. 


Senators who have spoken out against 


bingo say it is unconstitutional. 


S E N . E V E R E T T E. Laughlin, 


R-Freeport, committee chairman and co- 
chairman of the state crime commission, 
was reported as saying: 


"I bate to think that veteran organiza- 


tions, or others have to sustain themselves 
in this matter, and I truly believe these 
bills are unconstitutional." 


Burde said Laughlin's remark was un- 


called for and that veterans' groups have 
resented it. 


Burde said there has been no court deci- 


sion establishing bingo as legal or illegal. 


"I checked with the attorney general's 


office and they say it's neither." 


He added that determining whether to 


allow games to be played is presently up 
to the local state's attorneys. 


ASKED ABOUT the reported "mystery 


man" who appeared before the Senate 
judiciary committee earlier this month, 
Burde said: "I thought the guy was an 
attorney myself. Actually, he shouldn't 
have done it." 


James Halley, a sales manager for a 


bingo equipment manufacturing firm in 
Colorado, had testified in favor of legal- 
izing bingo. 


The impression Halley gave senators, 


largely because he did not make an effort 
to correct the identification when in- 
troduced, was that he was an attorney. 


Burde said Halley was not an attorney 


but that he had passed the bar exam- 
ination in Texas. "He's got more legal 
knowledge about bingo than anyone hi the 
country," Burde said, "so we used him."

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Reporter Tells of Daring 
How I Journeyed to Sox Park 


by LARRY EVERHAHT 


A funny thing happened to me last night 


at White Sox Park 


I wasn't shot or stabbed Not even mug- 


ged, robbed, or beaten 


As a matter of fact, I immensely en- 


joyed the evening And not only because 
the Sox, my long-time favorites, beat the 
Cleveland Indians 


During my entire visit. I was impressed 


with the cleanliness and pleasant atmos- 
phere of the park And I couldn't help but 
wonder many times how in the world the 
place could have an image of being unsafe 
and infested with "undesirable charac- 
ters ' i a term that has become popular 
recently in descriptions of patrons of 
Bachelors III, the establishment In New 
York in which Jre Namath has part-inter- 
est) 


Much has been written in recent months 


on the many physical improvements in the 
park and its rennovation program. Many 
Chicago writers have followed Sox owner 
Arthur Allyn in trying to convince fans 
that Sox Park is not only safe, but as ra- 
dio broadcaster Red Rush says, "as fine 
a place as there is in the country to watch 
baseball" 


Allyn has tried and tried to convince 


fans of this He has poured thousands of 
dollars into the park Yet the fans remain 
unconvinced 


They must be unconvinced, because they 


continue to stay home when the Sox are in 
town As any baseball fan knows, attend- 
ance on the South Side has skidded drasti- 
cally every year for the past four seasons. 
And it's getting worse than ever these 
days. 


The improvements at Allyn's arena have 


been well-publicized, but no one Is im- 
pressed. They are not impressed with the 
great sum of money that has been in- 
vested on the artificial-turf Infield, im- 
proved lighting in areas around the park, 
advertising campaign (with huge ads ap- 
pearing in Chicago newspapers, on tele- 
vision, and on billboards), Soxettes, a jazz 
band at the games, and other improve- 
ments. 


These facts are all well-known. Yet, they 


make no difference in attendance - except 
to lower it even more This Is a great mys- 
tery to me It Is also — as a devoted Sox 
follower — a great disappointment. 


Almost whenever there is a discussionon 


Sox attendance or on the neighborhood of 
the ball park, one of the first comments is, 
"You won't catch me going down there. 
It's taking your life in your hands." 


This is pure nonsense. 
First, I have attended scores of games 


over the past ten years and have yet to be 
involved in any kind of unpleasant in- 
cident. Furthermore, I have never even 
seen one. 


The neighborhood around 35th and 


Shields has one of the lowest crime rates 
of any in the city. It has one of the highest 
numbers of policemen per square mile of 
any area in Chicago. These are facts 
which have been made known. 


I will also state a flat opinion that Sox 


Park is a safer place to journey to than 
"beautiful Wrlgley Field" where the Cubs' 
attendance has risen as sharply as that of 
the Sox has dropped in recent years. 


And very few people will deny that the 


mighty-hood of the Chicago Stadium is 


far worse than Sox Park. Yet, the Black 
only crowds for most of their home games. 


While the Sox can't even give away tick- 


ets this year, they used to average 
Hawks continue to play to standing-room 
almost three times this season's attend- 
ance as recently as five years ago. 


In view of these facts, it is absurd that 


the neighborhood or park itself should hurt 
attendance so much. Yet, the bad Image 
remains. And this is the reason for the 
Sox' financial woes. 


Many fans feel this is not the problem. 


They blame the lack of interest on the 
Sox' performance on the playing field — 
either in terms of lack of excitement or 
position in the standings. 


I can't buy either of these as reasons. 


Remember, attendance was relatively 
poor even two years ago when the Sox 
were in the thick of the wildest penant 
race in the history of the American 
League right down to the last week of the 
season.

THE BALL SAILED for the fairway 


bunker, »bout 220 yards from the tee. 


It was difficuit to follow because there 


was a slight rise in the fairway, but we 
could see it heading that way. 


This wasn't our shot but we were next 


im the tee and our drive sailed In approxi- 
mately the same direction. 


The lady in the threesome had hit first 


and although she didn't get much carry, 
her ball was sitting for all to see right 
down the middle of the fairway. 


This was Jwit onr of 135 holes of golf 


we played last week over seven days of 
• brief vacation, but thin one hole point- 
ed up something about the difference be- 
tween mm and women on the course. 
Men cheat far more than women — on 
the g«lf course, anyway. 
This wasn't an isolated example as we 


discovered throughout a week of striding 
up and down some of the finest fairways 
in the Chicago suburban area. 


After our threesome had hit their drives 


on this particular hob, we headed for our 
ball with the husband of the female mem- 
ber of our lotting contingent. Let's call 
him Ed for tht sake of the example. 


He was involved in a pretty heated 


battle with his wife as they were of near- 
equal ability. He was longer off the tee, 
but she was stralghter. And she murdered 
him around the greens so they were ap- 
proximately even as they started off on 
this hole. 


We don't know what was riding on the 


match, but they were real competitors — 
the kind who probably end up swinging at 
each other after a bridge game too. 


As we approached *ur drive, we could 


»rr Ed's ball buried In the corner of the 
bunker. In an extremely difficult lie with 
vrry little chance for any escape of sig- 
nificance. We figured he'd just try to get 
it back in play »»d go from there. 
Ed's wife had a perfect lie down the 


middle, but she couldn't see where his ball 
had landed because of the slight rise in the 
fairway. 


So. with a little kick. Ed got his ball out 


of trouble, shouted, "Here I am," and pro- 
ceeded to take out his three wood and size 
up his next shot. 


His wife dubbed her wood, the ball 


trickled SO yards in front of her, and he 
popped a king-sized three wood that car- 
ried just short of the 420 yard hole. Natu- 
rally. he won the hole, his wife became 
unnerved, her game started to fall apart, 
and Ed wound up winning easily. 


And what really was disturbing was that 


this wasn't the only time he gave a little 
"help" to his ball to put it in better posi- 
tion. A kick here, a kick there, setting the 
ball up with your club so that it's sitting 
there as if teed up. 


Now, that was early in the wpek but we 


played enough golf over those seven days 
and so far this summer to become con- 
vinced that men cheat far more than wom- 
en on the course. 


The above statement doesn't neces- 


sarily reflect the opinion of the groups 
that govern the professional golfers tour, 
but It does happen to represent the per- 
sonal unbiased viewpoint of at least one 
guy who plays golf. Namely, this sports 
editor. 
Without ever deliberately setting out to 


make a study of which sex violates the 
rules more freely on the fairways, and in 
the rough too, we suddenly discovered It 
was actually no contest 


But let's be fair, we told ourselves. Let's 


go to an impartial source, the caddies. 
They should know. This week we checked 
It out with some we have known, some 
active and otnors who have long passed 
out of the caddy stage. 


The men lost again. The caddies agreed 


unanimously. Guys cheat a lot more than 
gals. 


"I've never seen a woman take a six on 


a hole and mark down five on the score- 
card." one caddy admitted, "but I've seen 
plenty of men do it. I've rarely seen a girl 
toe up her ball in front of the markers, but 
I know guys who do it all the time. And 
I've never known any woman to play with 
more than the proper number of clubs in 
her bag. but I've teen guys carry 16 and 
never charge themselves any strokes." 


Aaother caddy, still active on the 


coratry el«» "Umr," toM M It wai not 


for a male golfer to tawtnwt 


him to kick bit baB from the rough Into 
the fairway. Quietly and lacomplc- 
•MMly. ef twine. 
"I caddied for many, many women but 


none of 'em ever asked me to do that," he 
said. "And generally speaking, they even 
tip me better than the men." 


There's still another bad golf habit 


which seems to run much stronger in men 
then women, and the caddies are quick to 
point this out. The men are great for con- 
ceding themselves "gimme" putts. Some- 
times those gimmes may stretch as much 
as five feet. 


Women Invariably putt *em all out, even 


those six-inchers. The men somehow feel 
no one could ever miss a putt that short, 
but we still remember watching Julius 
Boros blow a putt just five inches away in 
a crucial spot of a recent PGA tourney. 


"That um't cheating," a male golfer 


once told us, a« he conceded himself t> 
one-footer. But be did know the rule 
book says quite plainly the ball must be 
played Into the hole. 
Carol Mann, one of the fine players on 


the women's pro tour, was recently quoted 
as saying, "I've never seen a woman 
cheat on the golf course in my life." 


"If men cheat who play country club 


and municipal courses," she pointed out, 
"I think it's because they often play each 
other for money. Another big reason would 


.

be their ego, particularly if they're play- 
ing with a gal." 


She's right on both counts. Women sel- 


dom play each other for money, and when 
it comes to their golf games, the gals don't 
have half the ego that men do. 


How many times have you ever heard a 


woman tell you about that tremendous 
five-iron shot she got off? Men admittedly 
can be quite boring with those unneces- 
sary particulars all the time. 


"The wildest cheater I ever saw," Ca- 


rol Mann continued, "was an otherwise, 
qnlet-mnnnered and respected chap who 
purposely had holes cut Into the pockets 
of his g»lf slacks. 


"If this guy hit his drive too far into 


the woodi, he'd walk toward a more 
preferable area in the rongh, calmly 
drop a ball through the hole la hli pock- 
et and triumphantly holler: 


" 'I fonnd it.' " 
And don't go off half-cocked, thinking 


the only reason women don't cheat as 
much as men is because they don't know 
how to play the game, anyway. 


"I remember playing my wife one time 


and I had a 71 or. a tough course," says 
professional star Gary Player. "She beat 
me — and we were both playing from 
scratch."

What makes suburban kids turn to the 


radical politics of a group such as SDS? 
What makes them turn to the violence of 
the streets that so many suburban parents 
abhor" 


"IT'S THE WAY you suddenly realize 


how society is coming down on you. 
Maybe you talked to an organizer, maybe 
you were in a march, and suddenly you 
realize that everything is wrong here," 
she explained. Admittedly, there aren't 
many suburban "rads" 


"For me, radicallzaUon was automatic. 


From the day I climbed out my window to 
go to a peace march in the city, I was 
aware of the need for suburban kids to 
wake up. I rapped with SDS kids about 
high school organization and when I went 
back and tried it," was the thin girl's an- 
swer 


SDS has a national organization, with 


headquarters 
in Chicago, which has 


recently been the butt of attempted sub- 
version by various outside factions as well 
as splintering within the group itself. 


"SOMETIMES, the national organizers 


get too wrapped up in fighting in the fac- 
tions and they forget about organizing." 


The answer, she says is in reaching the 


"working claas people." These are the 
people who have "had the system come 
down on them," she says, therefore they 
can be reached the easiest. 


She condemned middle class subur- 


banites who "inteUectualize the problems 
instead of looking at them as they really 
are." 


"The principal of our high school actual- 


ly told us that we would not be hurt by the 
fact we haven't associated with any 
blacks All 1 can say is suburbanites live 
in an unreal existence. They dont know 
what It's all about." 


The working class kids hive always 


been told they aren't very smart, she says, 
and they actually believe it. Orgwisug in 
tbt working class neighborhoods is this 
girls "beg" and she feds all UM potential 


lies in this area. 


"THEY AREN'T afraid to put them- 


selves on the line becuaae they don't have 
anything to lose Some of them, especially 
some of the Young Lords I have gotten to 
know are willing to put their bodies on the 
line for something they believe in. Some 
are even willing to sacrifice their lives." 


The Young Lords are a group of Latin 


Americans who are of the working class 
and were formerly a street gang in the 
city 


The problem with suburban middle class 


kids is that they feel they have too much 
to lose, they're too indoctrinated with 
middle class values. 


Some of the people she has recently met, 


who are locally referred to as "greasers" 
are representatives of the working class 
she wants to reach. 


"I was talking to a guy who is a greaser 


recently and he is a really mean guy. 
Some of those who were just mean and 
apathetic have suddenly realized their 
worth. Look at the Young Lords, they 
were once just a street gang,.now they've 
become politically involved. It's beginning 
to be that way with suburban greasers, 
too.' 


Those who live in the Elk Grove and 


Wheeling areas have been singled out by 
SDS as particularly susceptible to organ- 
izers. 


"I talked to a greaser guy who wanted 


to organize a political group once, and he 
said he needed some smart people to help 
him I told him he was capable of doing it 
himself. I think I was the only person who 
ever told him he was smart," she said, 
toying with a spoon. 


Just what is in store for suburbia? What 


will the coming school year bring with the 
high schools? 


"WELL, THINGS are starting to get in- 


teresting," she exclaimed, pounding the 
table excitedly. 


"A whole passel, I'd say about seven or 


eight, greaser kids are going to start an 
underground newspaper 
in the high 


schools. They have feH the system coming 
down on them and they want to do some- 
thing about it. I have helped as much as 
possible, but they really need some guid- 
ance. They don't know much about revolu- 
tionary tactics or even about newspapers. 
I recommended they go to a free school to 
learn about undergrounds." 


I'm leaving suburbia to go to coBege 


soon, but with this new excitement, I at

Schaumburg's "world's largest shopping 


center" and Elk Grove Village's widened 
Higgins Road teetered on the brink of lim- 
bo yesterday but seem to have ;/<H<> their 
way back to the protective folds 
the 


villages' master plans. 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 


mission (NIPC) forced the two projects to 
walk the plank before seven area mayors 
to insure they meet area approval and fit 
in NIPC's plan for regional development. 


Implied in NIPC's closed-session meet- 


ing yesterday afternoon was that a shop- 
ping center at Golf and Rt. S3 does not 
conform with the regional development 
plan and that Higgins Road improvements 
would open the way for this high-density 
development. 


Separate sources after the meeting, how- 


ever, agreed that NIPC was convinced the 
future development area would conform 
with its regional planning. 


THE MEETING WAS one of the few 


times the regional planning agency has 
flexed its muscles by threatening unfavor- 
able comment on an application for feder- 
al funds. Subject to routine NIPC com- 
mentary is an application for federal par- 
ticipation in Higgins Road widening, from 
Elmhurst to Meacham roads. 


Higgins Road widening is part of the 


1969 program of the Illinois Division of 
Highways and eligible for SO-SO funding. 


Two village officials present yesterday 


both said later they felt NIPC people were 
satisfied Higgins Road and the shoppfeif; 
center conform to the "finger plan" of de- 
veloping the six-county metropolitan area. 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl told 


the group Higgins Road is part of the arte- 
rial plan of the Chicago Area Trans- 
portation Study (CATS), the official re- 
gional transportation planning agency that 
worked with NIPC in producing toe finger 
plan. 


He interpreted his comments later, say- 


ing CATS' tie-in with NIPC could salve 
any consciences when commenting wheth- 
er Higgins Road veers from the devel- 
opment plan. 


"THEY SAID their conscience does not 


say it (Higgins Road) fits in with their 
plan," Pahl said about the NIPC officials. 
"But I said Higgins Road is part of the 
CATS plan." 


Hoffman Estates Trustee Mrs. Virginia 


Hayter said, "I went away with the feeling 
the NIPC officials agreed, it does fit into 
the plan." 


Larry Aggens, director of public ser- 


vices for NIPC, explained Wednesday the 
purpose of the meeting would be to review 
Schaumburg's development and would al- 
low every community to comment on 
plans of one community. 


The Higgins Road application for federal 


funding was the excuse to call together 
mayors from Schaumburg, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows. 


What might have surprised the planning 


agency was the unanimous support for 
S c h a u m b u r g ' s development plans. 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert Atcher is re- 
ported to have mentioned his village mas- 


ter plan was on record before release of 
the 1968 finger plan. 


Not even a NIPC staffer's economic fig- 


ures on Schaumburg's center drawing 
away retail business excited the group, it 
was reported. Mrs. Hayter said there is 
agreement the center will be of benefit to 
growth to the entire area. Though area 
shopping centers might be financially hurt 
the first year, population growth will bal- 
ance it out, she said. 


BY REFUSING TO comment favorably 


on the Higgins Road federal application, 
NIPC might have denied the project feder- 
al funding. This action could have delayed 
it and the shopping center that win depend 
on the arterial. 


According to Aggens, Higgins Road 


could be one factor opening the entire 
Northwest suburban area to intensive de- 
velopment, the NIPC finger plan has rec- 
ommended high density development cor- 
ridors along major mass transit lines and 
the apparent question was whether Hig- 
gins Road would fill in a green belt be- 
tween "fingers." 


As a regional planning agency, NIPC is 


authorized to comment on applications for 
federal grants. A "negative" review would 
indicate these applications do not conform 
with NIPC's development plans.

"I don't want any of it, to teU you the 
truth, but I suppose you have to have it." 


Some Mount Prospect residents had dif- 


ferent reasons for not favoring the income 
tax at all. 


"We're paying enough taxes as it is," 


said Mrs. Vincent L. Wall, 719 N. Fair- 
view, adding, "My children go to private 
schools and I still have to pay school 
taxes, I think we have had it!" 


John Tracy, 101 Edgeware, Elk Grove 


Village, said, "If you need the tax it has to 
be done or places like the schools will suf- 
fer. With taxes like real estate being 
raised a person can only pay so much. Old 
people living on pensions or small salaries 
cannot afford k." 


"I REALLY don't feel the tax should be 


necessary," he continued. "If the states 
would watch what they're spending we 
wouldn't have this problem. I don't see 
how the state can be running for eight 
years and now all of a sudden be bank- 
rupt." 


He also complained that not enough in- 


formation was given to the public about 
the necessity of the tax. He said state offi- 
cials are making charges and counter- 


charges, fighting like puppies, but not 
really proving a need. 


Another complaint was there isn't any 


more money coming the taxpayers way. 


"They can raise the taxes, but our sala- 


ries don't increase proportionally," said 
Mrs. Dexter S. Free, 1406 CataJpa, Mount 
Prospect. 


"I'm thinking of the little fellow," said 


Mrs. Robert H. Thomas, 1412 E. Small 
Lane, Mount Prospect. "That's why I 
think the corporations should be charged 
more than the individuals." 


Michael J. Rose, 1434 S. Busse, Mount 


Prospect, was in favor of the 2 per cent 
individual rate. "It sounds reasonable and 
we need to get this thing settled. The state 
needs the buck," he said. 


Another resident, who wished to remain 


unidentified, disagreed. She said the state 
didn't need as much money as it is asking 
for, and perhaps some "corners could be 
cut." 


"I'M AGAINST it," one Elk Grove Vil- 


lage resident said. "If we must have a 
raise in taxes then the Democratic propos- 
al seems fair enough, Mrs. Frank Jurjo- 
vec, 801 Crest, said. 


"The dispute over individuals and corpo- 


rations is strictly politics," she said. She 
felt that the corporations should have to 
carry their own load above and bevond the 
individuals. 


Mrs. Jack Fiero, 270 Cottonwood Drive, 


Elk Grove Village, was upset about the 
vagueness in what the money was to go 
for. She also felt that the income tax was 
bad because the tuition for state schools 
was going up at the same time. 


In support of the Democrats proposal, 


most people agreed thai the higher corpo- 
rate tax with the sales tax reduction would 
be more desirable than Gov. Ogilvie's bill, 
but none were very enthused about paying 
more taxes.

the bicameral system work. I think the 
one chamber acts as a break on the other. 
I think toe system works and I'm *n favor 
of continuing it." There have been rumors 
that a unicameral system of legislature 
for Illinois will be suggested at th; con- 
vention. Nebraska is currently tbu only 
state with a unicameral legislature. 


Johnson, a lawyer, of 96 Hawthorne 


Road, Harrington, advocated election of 
all policy-making officiate and appoint- 
ment of all administrative positions in the 
state. 


If selected as a convention delegate, he 


will be "concerned basically with the 
courts and selection and tenure of.' judg- 
es," he said.

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Residents Feel Cheated On Mosquito Prograrii

Will the Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence take a swat at the swatters who are 
taxing to swat mosquitos? 


"You're not getting what you're paying 


for," 
the chairman of the Palatine "mos- 


quito committee" declared Wednesday to 
conference mayors and managers. 


Mrs Clayton Brown of Palatine, com- 


mittee chairman, rlid not mean the north- 
west suburbs »vre being cheated of mos- 
quitos — rather, in service 
of ex- 


terminating the pests. Her criticism was 
aimed at the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District, (NMAD) a special district 
government. 


Mrs. Brown petitioned the conference to 


appoint its own mosqult} study committee 
to work with her group. She promised to 
send to arej mayors u completed eight- 
point program stemming from committee 
study 


CONFERENCE PRES. Robert Atcher, 


Schaumburg president, asked each confer- 


ence mayor to find a person willing to 
serve on such a committee. Mrs. Brown 
said one of the points in the committee's 
18-page report is to get broader municipal 
support to become more effective. 


She charged the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District board has embarked 
on a provable noneffective control pro- 
gram and has been unresponsive to inter- 
est of the citizens group. 


"Our goal is to get them (the district 


trustees) to switch to a permanent control 
program that we hove been paying for for 
14 years," Mrs. Brown told the confer- 
ence. "They are using the temporary pro- 
gram, fogging." 


HER HUSBAND, a Palatine trustee, 


mentioned another problem of the citizens 
group. When terms of mosquito abatement 
district trustees expired lost fall, the com- 
mittee presented a circuit court judge with 
four names from fields of entomology, 
biology and science, Brown said. However, 
these persons were not appointed, he said. 


Palatine Pres. John Moodle said, "It ap- 


pears the district is embarking on an in- 
effective control program. Our main con- 
cern is that tax money is being spent and 
we're not getting effective control. 


"So I don't know if we shoudl work to 


abolish the district or force them to em- 
bark on a different program." 


THE DISTRICT taxes two cents per $100 


equalized assessed valuation and antici- 
pates $300,000 in revenues this year. It 
covers a 240 square-mile area, including 
all the 13-community conference area. 


Following the August, 1968, appointment 


of the five-member Palatine mosquito 
study committee, the committee produced 
a report recommending: 


—Fogging only at the request of munici- 


palities. 


—Legislation amending the Mosquito 


Abatement to change system of appoint- 
ments to the special district board. 


—Requests of other governments for 


minutes of meetings of NMAD. 


—Appointment of "observers" to NMAD 


meetings by villages and organizations. 


—Determining exact responsibility for 


mosquito abatement at creeks, streams, 
rivers, lakes and reservoirs.

Study Rat Control Use 


The possibility of Elk Grove Village util- 


izing the services of a rat control officer 
will be studied by the Elk Grove Village 
Board of Health, it was decided at a meet- 
ing Wednesday. 


Results of a survey determined that the 


"residential portion of Elk Grove Village 
has only a light rat condition." A trace of 
rats was found on Elk Grove Boulevard 
between Victoria and Crest. 


It was also found that rats have moved 


through the area, but have not heavily es- 
tablished themselves. 


However, with the Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict Bordering zhe village and with va- 
cant lots in the industrial areas, a min- 
imum rat population will always be found 
in the residential area, according to the 
survey conducted by R. E. Berns & Asso- 
ciates, Division of Aerosol Exterminators, 
Chicago. 


BERNS SUGGESTED that these condi- 


tions, phis the fact that public opinion 
seems to demand action, would seem to 
indicate that it is an opportune time to 
institute a regular rat control program. 


Two possibilities of handling rodent con- 


trol were brought up at the meeting. The 
first was that of a trained rodent con- 
troller to work closely with the village 
health inspector. 


The second involves an offer from Aero- 


sol Exterminators for a complete rat con- 
trol service with weekly visits to service 
complaints made by residents and offi- 
cials, and the performance of regular in- 
spections covering the entire area.

Village Pres. Wilbert Nottke, reading 


from a prepared statement which was 
made part of the minutes of Tuesday's 
board meeting, said the request 'by this 
minority group" has temporarily stopped 
the sewer project 


N o t t k e was referring to the petition 


signed by 116 residents calling for a refer- 
endum on the $1 million proposed project 
which initially had been approved by 
village trustees under ordinance. 


The deferment to take action on the ref- 


erendum was prompted by consent of Rob- 
ert Bremer, attorney for Central Manufac- 
turing District, to consult with CMD 
trustees to arrange a joint meeting with 
Itasca officials on a possible alternate 
means of financing the project. 


BREMER, ALTHOUGH taking issue 


with Nottke, said he would contact CMD 
representatives as to the possibility of 
CMD picking up the entire project cost 
and advise Nottke this week whether a 
joint meeting should be scheduled. 


Bremer, however, expressed personal 


doubts as to CMD entering into such a 
contract proposed by Nottke due to legal 
complications and the fact that CMD is 
established "as a trust." He also raised 
some question as to acceptability of Chap- 
man-Cutler, bond consultants, to any other 
type of financial arrangement outside of 
the adopted ordinance which had taken 
nine mouths of negotiations between CMD 
and the Village of Itasca. 


According to Bremer, "Any other con- 


tract would Infringe on future boards." He 
said there could be a serious question to 
this course of action, whkh could "violate 
the duties" of CMD trustees. 


But he did tell Nottke he would suggest 


to CMD officials that they "examine other 
areas." 


Bremer's remarks 
followed Nottke's 


prepared statement and indications by 
Nottke that CMD should pick "p the tab 
for the entire project, thereby "standing 
all the risks.' 


Nottke feels if CMD has faith in the de- 


velopment of the area and will allow the 
village to hold title to the sewer, then the 
project should go through without a refer- 
endum 


It was on this point Bremer took issue 


with Nottke, claiming "the people are en- 
titled to the referendum." 


But Bremer did offer "to meet anytime 


and anywhere" with village trustees to air 
the matter further. 


In his statement, Nottke said, "As Presi- 


dent of the Village of Itasca, I believe it 
necessary and essential that an official 
statement be made concerning the petition 
presented to the Itasca Board of Trustees 
on Thursday, June 5, 1969, requesting ap- 
proval of the proposed Prospect-Thorndale 
sewer project.

velopment and negotiation period. 


"The public had every opportunity to at- 


tend village meetings and the project had 
full and complete disclosure in the three 
area publications. No one resident showed 
any great concern or voiced any dissent 
concerning the proposed project. 


"Ordinance 289-69 was adopted by the 


board of trustees on April 5,1969. Publica- 
tions were made on April 11, 1969, and 
April 14,1969, in the Itasca Register. 


"A 60-day period bad to be allowed be- 


fore the contents of the ordinance could be 
put into effect and to allow residents of the 
area to call for a "bock door referendum.' 
This is what happened on June 5,1969. The 
petition was presented to tht village cferk 
to demand • referendum to determine 
whether ordinance 289-69 shall become ef- 
fective or not.

Wet Foundation Causes Roar

A foundation full of water has caused a 


minor uproar in the Village of Roselle. 


Three months ago a site at 670 Hazel 


Court, Roselle, was excavated and a foun- 
dation was poured in preparation for the 
building of a home. 


A snag in construction developed, how- 


ever, when it was discovered that the 
foundation walls had several large cracks 
and, after suits and counter-suits between 
the owner, the contractor, the subcon- 
tractor and the excavator, nothing else 
has happened. 


Nothing else except that water has con- 


tinually found its way into the hole dug for 
the foundation and that, as of Wednesday 
morning, about eight feet of water had col- 
lected in it. 


NEIGHBORHOOD parents became con- 


cerned abouc this, since they felt this could 
be a potential source of danger for their 
children. 


The village itself finally felt compelled 


to do something about the situation as vil- 
lage attorneys sent letters to the four prin- 
cipal parties June 5 stating that "existing 
conditions of standing water, protruding 
structures and questionable condition of 
existing foundation walls has created a 


dangerous condition and constitutes an at- 
tractive nuisance." 


The letter also mentioned the village 


would take legal action if the situation was 
not remedied within five days. 


The situation was not remedied within 


five days, because it still has not been de- 
termined who is at fault. 


Mrs. Betty Lou Manns, village trustee, 


asked Gerald DeBruyne, of D & B Con- 
struction Co., Palatine, the subcontractor, 
if he would pump the water out of the 
foundation. 


"My attorney advised me not to," he 


told Mrs. Manns, "since a court may con-

But the people just don't want an in- 
come tax, and we can't give the governor 
anything more than a differentiated tax. 


"BUT," HE concluded, "we'll look at 


the budget first and see if a tax is neces- 
sary at all." 


Redmond recalled the campaign last 


year, and commented: "Ogilvie made a 
speech to the Elmhurst Chamber of Com- 
merce, in which be said there would be no 
need for an income tax.

Under Illinois law, shoplifting is a theft 


and establishes a permanent police record. 


Theft of items worth more than $150 


might result in a charge of grand theft, if 
the thief is nabbed. And if convicted, she 
could serve a cme-to 10-year sentence in a 
state penitentiary. 


Petty theft is defined as taking property 


valued at less than $150 and is punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $500, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail or a penal farm for 
up to one year, or both. 


IN THE Northwest suburbs, the first ofc 


fender is usually given six months super- 
vision. If she repeats, she is given a one- 
year probation sentence. And if she re- 
peats again, she is usually given a stiff 
fine and imprisoned. 


Most large department stores in this 


area feel their best protection from the 
devastating female shoplifter is a tight se- 
curity net of plainclothes men and women. 


These security agents roam at large in 


the stoH' and are experts in the art of 
observation, but they retain their anonym- 
ity as shuffling shoppers. 


Usually they are trained by persons with 


formal security training, ex-cops or re- 
tired detectives. Many of the agents, in 
fact, are policemen who work as a second 
job. 


These security agents claim they catch 


more shoplifters than do stores which em- 
ploy the common detection gimmicks, like 
wide-angle mirrors and peep-holes. 


HOW DO WOMEN react when appre- 


hended? 


One man who heads a security team in a 


large Randhurst store said, "I've had all 
kinds of reactions. Some women wet their 
pants. Others faint, and still others turn 
boldly around and say 'How dare you!' 
This month I've gotten several who say if 
they are charged, they'll have a heart at- 
tack. Another one said she needed a tran- 
quilizer, but when she opened her 
purse. . no pills." 


Store detectives have to be sure of what 


they are doing and be positive they really 
saw a person shoplift an item. If they are 
wrong, not only could the store be sued, 
but also the person who accused her 


But as one man said, "I don't know a 


security agent anywhere who hasn't made 
a mistake at sometime." 


These stores believe in the adage, 


"Fight fire with fire." Most of the security 
agents they hire are between 25 and 30 
and almost invariably are housewives. 


These agents claim they love their work, 


but when asked what their husbands think 
about it, they meekly replied, "He doesn't 
mind too much." 


SAID ONE GIRL, "When an apprehen- 


sion is made, we try to do it M discreetly 
as possible, talking quietly but confidently 
to the customer. If they spot a crack in 
our confidence, they will chop it open with 
an ax . . . so we have to know exactly 
what we're doing." 


Security agents say when housewives 


are nabbed, they -are more concerned 
about their husbands not finding out what 
they did than they are about the possible 
punishment the courts could impose upon 
them. 


What items of merchandise are most ap- 


pealing to the shoplifter? 


Gayte Brock, who heads security for 


Carson Fine Scott and Co. at Randhurst, 


Light-fingered

of Randhurst 


said clothing in the junior miss and sports 
departments is the hardest hit. 


"The clothes are expensive and aren't 


that hard to conceal. Many thefts take 
place in the dressing or fitting rooms. A 
woman will go in with three bathing suits, 
slip two on under her dress, and march 
out with one. Happens every week. 


"Or someone will take several items 


into a dressing room and leave them. An- 
other gal will come along, take some 
clothes in with her, but when she sees oth- 
er clothes Just hanging there, she can't 
resist and drops them into her shopping 
bag." 


BROCK SAID rarely do they catch wom- 


en stealing cosmetics, but added that 
many housewives steal hose from the 
budget floor. "I can't figure it out. They 
take cheap hose. If they're going to steal 
hose, why don't they take the expensive 
stuff? Maybe they shoplift like they shop." 


Another agent said to beware of the gal 


with a beat-up shopping bag. "If it's not a 
new one, she's probably a shoplifter. After 
a while you get a feeling for them .. . can 
tell by intuition they are looking for some- 
thing to steal the minute they walk into 
the store. They are nervous and shifty and 
feel and play around with the merchandise 
before they try to conceal it." 


Security agents are given three hard 


rules to observe before they can make an 
apprehension. 


First, they must see the woman take the 


merchandise. Next, they must see her con- 
ceal it. And last, they must see her walk 
out of the department, past the cash reg- 


ister with it. If all thwe conditions can be 
met, they close in on her. 


Brock said a majority of the women ap 


prehended at Carson's are not from this 
area. "They come from Chicago, DuPage 
County, up in Bichmond and we've had 
some from Canada. But the majority 
aren't from the Northwest suburbs." 


WHAT HAPPENS to the child when his 


mother is arrested? 


Said one agent, who is also a mother, 


"We try to keep them occupied in the to> 
department, unless they are very sma.1 
and the mother insists on bringing them 
with her. It's sad and tragic for a child to 
see his mother break down and cry. Usual- 
ly they don't know what's going on, but 
they know it isn't good. Then when they 
get to the police station and see all the 
police . 
. wefl it can't help but seep 


through to him that something is wrong. 


"It's too bad and I feel sorry for the 


kids. But their mother should have thought 
of that before she stole. There's nothing 
else you can do. You get used to it after a 
while." 


Husbands, when confronted with the sit- 


uation their wives are in, usually exclaim, 
"Why didn't you pay for the dress, Grace, 
for God's sake, you certainly had the mon- 
ey?" Others pretend innocence and tell 
hubby they haven't got the foggiest idea 
why they were arrested. But it usually 
comes out later. 


"I had a really weird woman once," 


said an agent for Carson's. "When I talked 
to her in the office, she didn't say any- 
thing, but picked up a scissors and started 
cutting herself. She claimed she was In- 
nocent all through the trial, but she *as 
convicted. Really weird . . ." 


A MOUNT PROSPECT policeman said, 


"We had a shoplifter in here yesterday 
and from the time she arrived until the 
time she left, all she did was cry. Couldn't 
even talk . . 
all through the booking, 


mugging and fingerprinting." 


Said Brock, "Most of the women we ap- 


prehend have enough money in their 
purses to pay for the stolen items. 


"When we detain a woman, we search 


her and make an inspection of the contents 
of her purse. You can tell a lot about a 
woman from what you find in her purse. 


"WOMEN AREN'T like men. You 


couldn't tell much about a man to look at 
his wallet. No money, for one thing. But 
women save things, like old bills. They 
have stacks of credit cards they don't use 
stashed away . . . credit cards they can no 
longer use because their credit is up tight, 
and other paraphernalia that will tell us 
something about the gal. You get a pretty 
good picture of her financial status too." 


Brock said that when female shoplifters 


are asked why they stole, they invariably 
reply, "I don't know." 


"They'd like to have us believe they're 


psychos. . .but they're not It isn't an 
impulse thing, usually. We go over it with 
them and most of the time find out they 
had thought about doing it long before 
they even entered the store," he said.

If you're convicted of shoplifting, you 


not only get a permanent police record, 
but you stand a chance of serving as 
much as 10 years in prison.

Under Illinois law, shoplifting is a theft 


and establishes a permanent police record. 


Theft of items worth more than $150 


might result in a charge of grand theft, if 
the thief is nabbed. And if convicted, she 
could serve a one-to 10-year sentence in a 
state penitentiary. 


Petty theft is defined as taking property 


valued at less than $150 and is punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $500, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail or a penal farm for 
up to one year, or both. 


IN THE Northwest suburbs, the first oi- 


fender is usually given six months super- 
vision. If she repeats, she is given a one- 
year probation sentence. And if she re- 
peats again, she is usually given a stiff 
fine and imprisoned. 


Most large department stores in this 


area feel their best protection from the 
devastating female shoplifter is a tight se- 
curity net of plainclothes men and women. 


These security agents roam at large in 


the store and are experts in the art of 
observation, but they retain their anonym- 
ity as shuffling shoppers. 


Usually they are trained by persons with 


formal security training, ex-cops or re- 
tired detectives. Many of the agents, in 
fact, are policemen who work as a second 
job. 


These security agents claim they catch 


more shoplifters than do stores which em- 
ploy the common detection gimmicks, like 
wide-angle mirrors and peep-holes. 


HO;V DO WOMEN react when appre- 


hended? 


One man who heads a security team in a 


large Randhurst store said, "I've had all 
kinds of reactions. Some women wet their 
pants. Others faint, and still others turn 
boldly around and say 'How dare you!' 
This month I've gotten several who say if 
they are charged, they'll have a hejirt at- 
tack. Another one said she needed a tran- 
quilizer, 
but 
when 
she opened 
her 


purse. . .no pills." 


Store detectives have to be sure of what 


they are doing and be positive they really 
saw a person shoplift an item. If they are 
wrong, not only could the store be sued, 
but also the person who accused her. 


But as one man said, "I don't know a 


security agent anywhere who hasn't made 
a mistake at sometime." 


These stores believe in the adage, 


"Fight fire with fire." Most of the security 
agents they hire are between 25 and 30 
and almost invariably are housewives. 


These agents claim they love then- work, 


but when asked what their husbands think 
about it, they meekly replied, "He doesn't 
mind too much." 


SAID ONE GIRL, "When an apprehen- 


sion is made, we try to do it as discreetly 
as possible, talking quietly but confidently 
to the customer. If they spot a crack hi 
our confidence, they will chop it open with 
an ax ... 
so we have to know exactly 


what we're doing." 


Security agents say when housewives 


are nabbed, they 'are more concerned 
about their husbands not finding out what 
they did than they are about the possible 
punishment the courts could impose upon 
them. 


What items of merchandise are most ap- 


pealing to the shoplifter? 


Gayle Brock, who heads security for 


Carson Pirie Scott and Co. at Randhurst,

said clothing in the junior miss and sports 
departments is the hardest hit. 


"The clothes are expensive and aren't 


that hard to conceal. Many thefts take 
place in the dressing or fitting rooms. A 
woman will go in with three bathing suits, 
slip two on under her dress, and march 
out with one. Happens every week. 


"Or someone will take several items 


into a dressing room and leave them. An- 
other gal will come along, take some 
clothes in with her, but when she sees oth- 
er clothes just hanging there, she can't 
resist and drops them into her shopping 
bag." 


BROCK SAID rarely do they catch wom- 


en stealing cosmetics, but added that 
many housewives steal hose from the 
budget floor. "I can't figure it out. They 
take cheap hose. If they're going to steal 
hose, why don't they take the expensive 
stuff? Maybe they shoplift like they shop." 


Another agent said to beware of the gal 


with a beat-up shopping bag. "If it's not a 
new one, she's probably a shoplifter. After 
a while you get a feeling for them . . . can 
tell by intuition they are looking for some- 
thing to steal the minute they walk into 
the store. They are nervous and shifty and 
feel and play around with the merchandise 
before they try to conceal it." 


Security agents are given three hard 


rules to observe before they can make an 
apprehension. 


First, they must see the woman take the 


merchandise. Next, they must see her con- 
ceal it. And last, they must see her walk 
out of the department, past the cash reg- 


ister with it. If all these conditions can be 
met, they close in on her. 


Brock said a majority of the women ap 


prehended at Carson's are not from this 
area. "They come from Chicago, DuPage 
County, up in Richmond and we've had 
some from Canada. But the majority 
aren't from the Northwest suburbs." 


WHAT HAPPENS to the child when his 


mother is arrested? 


Said one agent, who is also a mother. 


"We try to keep them occupied in the to> 
department, unless they are very small 
and the mother insists on bringing them 
with her. It's sad and tragic for a child to 
see his mother break do-,vn and cry. Usual- 
ly they don't know what's going on. bu' 
they know it isn't good. Then when they 
get to the police station and see all the 
police . . . well it can't help but seep 
through to him that something is wrong. 


"It's too bad and I feel sorry for the 


kids. But their mother should have thought 
of that before she stole. There's nothing 
else you can do. You get used to it after a 
while." 


Husbands, when confronted with the sit- 


uation their wives are in, usually exclaim. 
"Why didn't you pay for the dress, Grace, 
for God's sake, you certainly had the mon- 
ey?" Others pretend innocence and tell 
hubby they haven't got the foggiest idea 
why they were arrested. But it usually 
comes out later. 


"I had a really weird woman once." 


said an agent for Carson's. "When I talked 
to her in the office, she didn't say any- 
thing, but picked up a scissors and started 
cutting herself. She claimed she was in- 
nocent all through the trial, but she vfas 
convicted. Really weird .. ." 


A MOUNT PROSPECT policeman said. 


"We had a shoplifter in here yesterday 
and from the time she arrived until the 
time she left, all she did was cry. Couldn't 
even talk . . . all through the booking, 
mugging and fingerprinting." 


Said Brock, "Most of the women we ap- 


prehend have enough money in their 
purses to pay for the stolen items. 


"When we detain a woman, we search 


her and make an inspection of the contents 
of her purse. You can tell a lot about a 
woman from what you find in her purse. 


"WOMEN 
AREN'T like men. You 


couldn't tell much about a man to look at 
his wallet. No money, for one thing. But 
women save things, like old bills. They 
have stacks of credit cards they don't use 
stashed away . . . credit cards they can no 
longer use because their credit is up tight, 
and other paraphernalia that will tell us 
something about the gal. You get a pretty 
good picture of her financial status too." 


Brock said that when female shoplifters 


are asked why they stole, they invariably 
reply, "I don't know." 


"They'd like to have us believe they're 


psychos. . .but they're not. It isn't an 
impulse thing, usually. We go over it with 
them and most of the time find out they 
had thought about doing it long before 
they even entered the store," he said.

A lesser used, small tree for shaded gar- 


dens is the Striped or Mountain maple. 
This is an unusually vigorous tree that 
thrives on neglect. I have seen it thrive in 
the mountains of Pennsylvania where it is 
native. 


There are shrubs suited for shady gar- 


ctervts. too. First to be considered are the 
showy 
rhododendrons and azaleas. If 


planted in a protected location and given 
acid soil they will give a spectacular 
springtime display. During the winter 
their 
evergreen leaves remain to give the gar- 
den a touch of green. 


Common witch ha/el is another forest 


native that can he adapted to the garden. 
It makes a good companion with the ta'ler 
shadhlow or service berry tree. It is im- 
portant to use nursery-grown stock that 
has been root pruned to insure successful 
transplanting. Spice-bush and leatherwood 
are two additional shrubs for shade. Un- 
fortunately they are available only in the 
most complete nurseries. 


FOR HEDOKS. AMUR privet, Japanese 


barberry and bucknorn may be used. Tall- 
hedge, a new variety of bucknorn, is un- 
usually attractive and suited for taller 
fee-like berries about the size of thorn ap- 
ples appear. 


The best evergreen for a shaded spot is 


one of the many varieties of Japanese 
Yew. 
Arborvitae if it is northern grown, 


may be used also. (Delano is Associate

She's a night club entertainer with Shir-

It's called List-a-Vision and ... that's 
right... it lets you shop for the new home 
of your dreams from the privacy of your 
local real estate office on closed circuit 
TV. 


"That's right, sweety, no more running 


around for days looking at houses. Now 
you can list or look for a new home more 
easily. 


"Why, 
sweety, what used to take a 


month can be done in 20 to 30 minutes. 
You just must come in and see it." 


Her name is Judy Andrews, she's a resi- 


dent of Addison, and when she's not busy 
with her four children or singing in clubs, 
she's selling real estate. 


AND NOW SHE has added a new dimen- 


sion to real estate sales. It's called List- 
a-Vision. 


List-a-Vision is the latest service of AJ 


Associates, a real estate firm on 9524 
Franklin Ave., Franklin Park. 


The business is run by Judy and her 


partner, Tony J. Scaletta, who hope to sell 
commercial and industrial property, as 
well as residential, with the aid of their 
new idea. And, hopefully, according to 
Judy, the bulk of their business will be in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


What is List-a-Vision? 
When a person wishes to sell his home, 


said Tony, he lists it with them. "We then 
make a video tape of the home, showing 
the interior and exterior, and insert an 
audio description of everything we show, 
dwelling mostly on the highlights. 


"The tape is then edited and filed by 


location, price range and the number of 
bedrooms in the home. 


"When a person wishes to look for a new 


home, he simply comes into our office and 
we can show him 10 homes in half-an-hour. 
Out of those 10, he might see one or two he 
likes and we go from there. 


"It cuts down on time tremendously. We 


used to spend a majority of our time driv- 
ing to and from new homes. And then af- 
ter the customer has seen four, he's con- 
fused and doesn't remember all he has 
seen. 


"ANOTHER advantage the idea has is 


for the seller. He doesn't have to clean his 


home every time someone wants to see it. 
It also puts an end to all the unnecessary 
traffic through his living room. It's a good 
deal for the broker, the buyer and the sell- 
er." 


Judy .said she became interested in real 


estate when she was living in California a 
few years ago. 


"The homes out there were built on the 


sides of mountains and were cheaply con- 
structed . . . no basements . . . but they 
sold for around $70,000. 


"When I found this out, I thought there 


must be good money in selling homes. 


"So I began studying real estate and . . . 


did you know real estate brokers in Cali- 
fornia are the ones who coined the word 
pad? When you build on the side of a 
mountain, you don't get much of a front 
yard, so they called the homes pads . . . 
pads on stilts . . . and people would ask 
how big the pad was, not the property.

hopes of franchising their services to other 
real estate brokers around the Chicago 
area and eventually, going nationwide 
with it. 


"The way we have it planned, a couple 


in Downers Grove can pick out a home in 
Arlington Heights without leaving town. 
They simply go to a real estate broker in 
their area who subscribes to our services. 


"That broker telephones another broker 


in Arlington Heights who subscribes to our 
services and he in turn goes through his 
file and sends a tape to the Downers 
Grove office via telephone that falls in the 
price range they are looking in and it is 
played for them. 


"And when we can do this, our next step 


will be to have our services listed nation- 
ally, so a man in Detroit who wants to 
relocate to this area can do so without 
even leaving his home and family. Think 
of all the time it will save," said Judy. 


FEE FOR THEIR service is $100 to join 


and $50 a month for advertising. It will 
cost brokers $350 a month for rental of a 
video tape recorder and a 24-inch TV, 
which they will service free. 


"We will also get 15 per cent of the sale 


commission 
on each home they sell 


through List-a-Vision. We have to get this 
to make any money," said Tony. 


"Remember 
the name, sweety, 
it's 


called List-a-Vision. Soon it will be in your 
area. It's brand new," said Judy in her 
scratchy voice. 


But when she's not doing commercials, 


she can sing a pretty good song. So good, 
in fact, that she was held over for 10 
weeks at the Clayton House in Wheeling 
recently. 


But as Judy says, "That's show biz ..."

They can also run up to 40 miles per hour, 
making them invaluable in chasing crimi- 
nals. As one policeman says, "if someone 
we're looking for is in a building, a police 
dog will k low it before we ever do." 


At the training school near O'Hare Air- 


port, a scraplxx)k is kept containing nu- 
merous newspaper accounts of cases in 
which dogs have found burglars hiding in 
dark buildings or been directly responsible 
for arrests. 


One example in which the dogs were 


used was in 1967, when they patroJed north 
side subway stations in Chicago to curb a 
wave of robberies that terrorized Chicago 
Transit Authority (CTA) passengers. 


In another case, one of the trained ca- 


nines smelted out a shipment of mari- 
juana, contained in one box out of hun- 
dreds of other similar boxes. The dog had

been trained specifically to recognize the 
smell of marijuana. His work led to an 
arrest which could not have otherwise 
been made. 


But even before these dogs are trained, 


they must be very special. All candidates 
are carefully screened before they are ad- 
mitted to the school. 


Only about one of every 25 dogs consid- 


ered makes it through the course. Since 
the school opened in July, 1961, just 95 out 
of 2,500 dogs have graduated. 


Most of those unqualified are rejected 


before the course begins. In many cases, 
their hip bones are not perfectly fitted in 
the sockets. More often, dogs are rejected 
because they are not psychologically suit- 
ed for police work. 


Only 
well-balanced, 
normal, 
healthy 


dogs are accepted for training. Those that 
are either vicious or cowardly are not suit- 
able. 


After the screening, any dogs that re- 


main are isolated for two weeks before be- 
ginning regular training in order to accus- 
tom them to their new way of life. 


Once the course starts, dogs are first 


taught simple commands, such as "sit," 
"stay," and "come" by both verbal and 
hand signals. They are then trained on 
equipment in a large yard at the rear of 
the school, where they learn to jump ob- 
stacles, walk on narrow elevated areas, 
and climb eight-foot ladders. 


One of the main objectives of the school 


is to build each dog's ego. They are en- 
couraged to bark, show fierceness, and 
stand their ground—above all, to assert 
themselves — to drive away antagonists. 


After a dog has learned these things, he 


is charged by a trainer and allowed to bite 
the trainer's heavily-padded arm. This 
teaches weaker dogs to be more aggres- 
sive. No dogs, however, are ever taught to 
kill. 


Each dog has one particular trainer who 


works exclusively with him and also owns 
him. Man-dog teams often become closely 
attached and work together for years. 


This is the case with Patrolman Prank 


Varallo, who in 1965, passed up a chance 
for promotion and a higher salary in order 
to remain with his dog, Yank. The pair 
has been together since Varallo first came 
to the school in 1962. 


Actually, the dogs are two-faced. While 


on duty, they are strictly police workers. 
At home, they act as normal family pets. 


After graduating from the course, each 


dog and his trainer-owner is assigned a 
"beat" which they patrol regularly. Police 
dogs are rarely used in suburbs but are 
more common in the city, depending on 
the crime rate of a specific area. 


While dogs are occasionally involved in 


an arrest, by far their more important 
function is as crime deterrents. 


Just by patrolling an area, the formi- 


dable-looking animals are very effective in 
discouraging robberies and attempts to 
break and enter. Varallo reports that 
crime has dropped 96 per cent in neighbor- 
hoods where police-dog teams have begun 
to operate. 


When crimes do occur the Dogs' ef- 


fectiveness in aiding arrests is unquestion- 
ed Of all arrests which patrolmen have 
made while accompanied by a dog, 99 per

searched a building for a burglar and had 
failed to find him.

They have — even by armed force 


— trampled on the most carefully- 
preserved and most profound rights 
of this society and country: free 
speech, free assembly, the freedom 


to learn. 


If those rights aren't preserved, 


the hope for the future is gone, and 
yet the militants provoke a battle 
they can't possibly win, when re- 
pression is matched with repression. 
Even some faculty members have 
rallied to the senseless cause, 
apparently unaware that their own 
cherished acaaemic freedom would 
go down the drain. 


We have no quarrel with civil dis- 


obedience and disruption within the 
law, because that kind of nudge is 
often needed to get attention and 
needed change. 


But those who take the anarch- 


istic, violent route invite only the 
greatest evil: when those who con- 
trol the other institutions — politi- 
cal, legislative and social — move in 
and take over

There are others like Arlington Heights 


Road, also known as State Road, and 
Tonne Road, also known as Wood Dalo

There are a few old gas pumps 
around but not much else to recall the 
days when Elk Grove was farmland.

David Broder, a political writer of some 


distinction, in 1966 pointed out that a 
struggle was emerging on the American 
scene, a struggle for the allegiance of a 
brand new breed of intellectuals and the 
young, a new politics arising from a 
broader education and involvement. It 
would be a respecter of neither party. The 
old politics does not speak the language in 
a coming new era of political ascendancy. 


AN OLD ORDER of politics is being 


challenged in Illinois today at Springfield. 
It is going down fighting. 


Momentarily, at least, both the mayor 


and the governor have lost control of their 
respective Democratic and Republican 
forces, or more correctly lost command 
for decisive action Downstate irreconcil- 
ables of both parties are thumbing their 
noses at both captains, Daley and Ogilvie. 


The leaders must admit that a rebellion 


has occurred and that they are not now 
leading Has Adlai Stevenson, the big 
name downstate who has challenged the 
Chicago wing of the Illinois Democracy, 
something to do with what is happening? 
If so he has executed a brilliant maneu- 
ver 


Reports tcU us that Daley in a con- 


ciliatory mood has renounced any so- 
called deal with Governor Ogilvie and fur- 
ther he has refused to endorse the flat rate 
income tax. If this is true he must be ob- 
liged to respect downstate 
Democratic 


strength It appears that something un- 
locked for has happened. The Democrats 
apparently have outmaneuvered the GOP 
and have them in a vulnerable position. 


REP. WILLIAM REDMOND (D-Ben- 


scnville) helped mastermind the meeting 
Wednesday night which brought together

the 37 Downstate Democratic members of 
the house and downstate Democratic coun- 
ty chairman. These downstate Democrats 
are led by Rep. Clyde Choate (D-Anna). 
House Leader John P. Touhy (D-Chicago) 
was invited. 


Representative Redmond says that the 


downstate Republican rebellion is in no 
way associated with the organized Demo- 
cratic movement. Nevertheless it should 
be mentioned that political realignments 
are taking place all over the country and 
it is probably correct to say that this is 
what is happening in Illinois. 


Meantime, the governor remains ada- 


mant. He'll press on vigorously for his in- 
come tax and his spending program for 
Illinois. But at the same time the Demo- 
crats claim he can get nowhere without 
their votes and that he'll have to change 
his tune to get their ear. 


According to Representative Redmond, 


the Republicans under past Democratic 
administrations have messed up program 


after program by refusing revenue sup- 
port. This is why, he says, the state is now 
in the mess it is in — through past GOP 
recalcitrance. 


THE BELIEF OF these downstate 


Democrats, Redmond says, is that the 
state can escape bankruptcy and perform 
its essential functions by finding enough 
revenue by means other than the Ogilvie 
income tax. Just how this can be done in a 
way that will be "adequate, constitutional 
and fair" as the governor has requested 
the Democrats have not sojelled out. 


The Republicans who have a 95-82 ad- 


vantage in the lower house need 89 votes 
to pass administration bills. In the senate 
where the margin is 38-19, they should 
have 30 votes. 


Despite all press reports about the 


"deal" between Daley and Ogilvie being 
scuttled, it is hard to believe in view of 
past events, that they do not have an un- 
derstanding about what should got through 
the Legislature. 


It is also hard to accept the contention 


that the Ogilvie income tax and his pro- 
gram will be sent down the drain. In view 
of what is happening, compromise will be 
necessary The-e is little doubt that this 
can be arrangi d by party leaders, all of 
whom seem to x in general agreement. 


The kicking up-of-heels at Springfield 


amounts to a cry for some fresh political 
thinking. As such, of course, it cannot be 
irresponsible and the Democrats know it. 


There is no doubt about it, the 1970 legis- 


lature elections are a brand new ball 
game and every member, Republican and 
Democratic, who expects to stand for re- 
election is taking this into account. 


That's why they're acting the way they 
do. 


On May 15 the carefully staged show 


called the Paris peace talks had been run- 
ning for exactly one year. So let's take a 
look at where we really stand after this 
much of a marathon performance. 


1) Officially, there still is no war in 


Vietnam. We have never declared one, 
and neither has anybody else. 


2) Officially, and repeatedly, our gov- 


ernment has stated that we have no in- 
tention nor desire to win this non-existent 
war in whcih we are not officially en- 
gaged. 


3) Officially, from our point of view, the 


government of Ho Chi Mmh does not exist. 
We have never recognized it. 


4) Our diplomats have now been meet- 


ing officially for over a year, with agents 
of a government we do not recognize, to 
discuss how we can now get out of this 
war which we never entered, and do not 
want to win. 


5) During that time we have drastically 


handicapped our men engaged in actually 
fighting this non-existent war, by restric- 
tions on when and where and how they 
might strike the enemy. 


6) During that same time these same 


enemies, protected in their sanctuaries 
and in their preparations by the orders of 
our government, have launched offensives 
resulting in more American boys being 
killed and more being wounded, and also 
in more casualties among the South Viet- 
namese, than during any similar period 
since this hot spot in the cold war first 
broke out 


7) By various means and measures of 


our government it has been arranged that 
for the past year — and as a still contin- 
uing policv — practically all of the fight- 
ing Ms taken place within the boundaries 
of the ally we are supposed to be protect- 
ing. So that South Vietnam, like South 
Korea before it. has become one of the 
most devastated countries in the history 
of warfare Under the pretense of routing 
out nests or potential nests of the enemy's 


guerrillas, our own military forces have 


been obliged to carry out some of the 
worst of that devastation. 


Our government has thus proved once 


again to the whole world that the surest 
way to get your country destroyed is to 
have the United States pretend to defend 
it. 


DURING 
THAT 
SAEM 
period 
the 


same Communist enemies whom we are 
fighting in Vietnam have been allowed and 
even encouraged, by the permissive ac- 
tions of our government, to engage in mas- 
sive and widely publicized acts of sedition 
right here in the United States. 


9) And during this same time our gov- 


ernment has enabled our Communist 
enemies to uphold and escalate their side 
of the war. by massive and continuous aid 
to their allies and supply which is almost 
beyond belief. Without our active help to 
the enemy, this substitute for a war would 
have completely folded long ago, because 
of the enemy's lack of supplies and equip- 
ment with which to do its part. 


As our government has been well aware, 


you can't play tennis without somebody on 
the other side of the net to bat oack the 
ball And this two-handed game has stead- 
ily been used by our government - - white 
brave men die — as a means and excuse 
for higher taxes, larger deficits, more in- 
flation and other steps that lead towards 
total government 


Are any of your other readers fed up 


with our no win policy while we trade with 
our enemy while our brave men die?

How I Journeyed to Sox Park 


by LARRY EVERHART 


A funny thing happened to me last night 


at White Sox Park. 


I wasn't shot or stabbed. Not even mug- 


ged, robbed, or beaten. 


As a matter of fact, I immensely en- 


joyed the evening. And not only because 
the Sox, my long-time favorites, beat the 
Cleveland Indians. 


During my entire visit, I was impressed 


with the cleanliness and pleasant atmos- 
phere of the park. And I couldn't help but 
wonder many times how in the world the 
place could have an image of being unsafe 
and infested with "undesirable charac- 
ters" (a term that has become popular 
recently in descriptions of patrons of 
Bachelors III, the establishment in New 
York in which Joe Namath has part-inter- 
est). 


Much has been written in recent months 


on the many physical improvements in the 
park and its rennovation program. Many 
Chicago writers have followed Sox owner 
Arthur Allyn in trying to convince fans 
that Sox Park is not only safe, but as ra- 
dio broadcaster Red Rush says, "as fine 
a place as there is in the country to watch 
baseball." 


Allyn has tried and tried to convince 


fans of this. He has poured thousands of 
dollars into the park. Yet the fans remain 
unconvinced. 


They must be unconvinced, because they 


continue to stay home when the Sox are in 
town. As any baseball fan knows, attend- 
ance on the South Side has skidded drasti- 
cally every year for the past four seasons. 
And it's getting worse than ever these 
days. 


The improvements at Allyn's arena have 


been well-publicized, but no one is im- 
pressed. They are not impressed with the 
great sum of money that has been in- 
vested on the artificial-turf infield, im- 
proved lighting in areas around the park, 
advertising campaign (with huge ads ap- 
pearing in Chicago newspapers, on tele- 
vision, and on billboards), Soxettes, a jazz 
band at the games, and other improve- 
ments. 


These facts are all well-known. Yet, they 


make no difference in attendance - except 
to lower it even more. This is a great mys- 
tery to me. It is also — as a devoted Sox 
follower — a great disappointment. 


Almost whenever there is a discussionon 


Sox attendance or on the neighborhood of 
the ball park, one of the first comments is, 
"You 
won't catch me going down there. 


It's taking your life in your hands." 


This is pure nonsense. 
First, I have attended scores of games 


over the past ten years and have yet to be 
involved in any kind of unpleasant in- 
cident. Furthermore, I have never even 
seen one. 


The neighborhood around 35th and 


Shields has one of the lowest crime rates 
of any in the city. It has one of the highest 
numbers of policemen per square mile of 
any area in Chicago. These are facts 
which have been made known. 


I will also state a flat opinion that Sox 


Park is a safer place to journey to than 
"beautiful Wrigley Field" where the Cubs' 
attendance has risen as sharply as that of 
the Sox has dropped in recent years. 


And very few people will deny that the 


neighborhood of the Chicago Stadium is 
far worse than Sox Park. Yet, the Black 
Hawks continue to play to standing-room 
only crowds for most of their home games. 


While the Sox can't even give away tick- 


ets this year, they used to average 
almost three times this season's attend- 
ance as recently as five y^ars ago. 


In view of these facts, it is absurd that 


the neighborhood or park itself should hurt 
attendance so much. Yet, the bad image 
remains. And this is the reason for the 
Sox' financial woes. 


Many fans feel this is not the problem. 


They blame the lack of interest on the 
Sox' performance on the playing field — 
either in terms of lack of excitement or 
position in the standings. 


I can't buy either of these as reasons. 


Remember, 
attendance was 
relatively 


poor even two years ago when the Sox 
were in the thick of the wildest penant 


race in the history of the American 
League right down to the last week of the 
season. 


And how can anyone call the Sox ^ull 


this year? They have been scoring runs by 
the bushel and have come from behind a 
number of times.

blossoms forth this weekend with their 
Jaycee-sponsored annual peony pageant 
parade, beginning at 1:30 p.m. from Ridge 
Road, the parade will wind down Kennedy 
Blvd. to the Grove Shopping Center. 


A trip to the peony patch this week 


found this reporter eyeing the gorgeous 
new varieties under study by area grow- 
ers. If you're planning on planting, get out 
to the nurseries who handle this grand 
perennial and study the cut flowers now in 
bloom. You'll never have a better chance 
to select 


PLANT PEONIES SHALLOW, not more 


than two inches of soil over the "eyes." 
These prolific bloomers are sun-lovers and 
will live as long as you do with very little 
effort. A little 5-10-10 type fertilizer in ear- 
ly spring and again in mid-July is the diet 
for the great pink pouf 


The peony's beauty is contradictory, like 


moonlight, since its essence is a lightness 
that possesses enormous weight. 


Peonies have been part of human life 


from the beginning and their tale in my- 
thology is most colorful. 


The Greeks named the flower for a Dac- 


tyl who figured in their creation myth. 
Rhea, the consort of Zeus' father, bore her 
child secretly and alone. In her pain she 
clutched at the ground and from the holes 
made by her fingers the ten Dactyls 
sprang full grown. Paeon was one of them, 
as was Hercules. 


THE PEONY COMES into the story lat- 


er when Hercules wounded Pluto, king of 
the land of the dead. Paeon, a pupil of 
Aesculapius, the god of healing, 
was 


shown by Leto, Apollo's mother, how to 


made a decoction of peony roots to restore 
Pluto's health. Aesculapius was so mad- 
dened by this act of treachery that he ar- 
ranged to have Paeon poisoned. Pluto 
could not spare Paeon from death but was 
able to give bun the boon of annual resur- 
rection by transforming him into the 
plant. So he has lived ever since as his 
own memorial. 


Obviously, the Greeks were interested in 


the plant for medicinal reasons. Also since 
Paeon means "deliverer from evil" the 
plant had a magical role. 


Leto emerges as a primitive goddess 


who embodies all the qualities of feminin- 
ity and she carries a peony as a symbol of 
her power. 


IN THE ANCIENT Chinese literature, 


the peony-woman metaphor has become a 
part of the literary language 8 to talk of 
one is to talk of the other. 


It's no wonder that the peony has tran- 


scended all the empires, kingdoms and re- 
publics that men have made so far. The 
peony will last as long as her exquisite 
beauty lasts. It has anonymous per- 
manence and immortality.

"Emphysema, often called the fastest 


rising disease in the United States, may be 
crippling, by estimates, as many as one in 
10 adult males in the Chicago area," ac- 
cording to Dr. Julius B. Novak, medical 
consultant to the Tuberculosis Institute of 
Chicago and Cook County. 


Recent figures from the Public Health 


Service of the U S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare reveal that the 
death rate from emphysema has doubled 
every five years since 1950.

healthy person breathes m and out about 
20 times a minute, but the victim of em- 
physema pumps away at 25 to 30 breaths a 
minute and still cannot complete a normal 
exchange of air 


EXACTLY WHAT CAUSES the tissue 


destruction in emhpysema is unknown, he 
said. Most, though not all, of the sufferers 
from emphysema report histories of heavy 
cigaret smoking Repeated exposures to 
lung irritants, dusts, fumes, polluted air, 
pnd recurring bouts with chronic bron- 
chitis, chest colds, and other respiratory 
infections may also favor emphysema's 
development. 


"Although emphysema is becoming a 


nationwide health problem and its causes 
are still vague, there are some practical 
steps which can be taken to ward off em- 
physema," Dr. Novak explained 


"If you suffer from chronic cough or 


shortness of breath," he urged, "see your 
physician Don't try to treat yourself, and 
if you are a smoker, quit." 


"LIVE AND SLEEP in an atmosphere 


as free of pollution as possible. Avoid in- 
dustrial smog, dusts and crowded places. 
Guard against unnecessary, prolonged ex- 
posure to gasoline exhaust fumes, in- 
secticides, fungicides, sprays and other 
chemical irritants " 


Dr. Novak emphasized the importance 


of a daily regimen of physical exercise, 
regardless of duration, and maintaining 
good posture at all times. Physicians have 
found, according to Dr. Novak, that all 
this helps a great deal to reduce emphy- 
sema — and a number of other diseases as 
well 


"Above all," he said, "don't neglect 


colds which hang on, a recurring throat 
tickle, sneezing or coughing spells which 
turn into spasms or shortness of breath 
after mild exericse."

At virtually every level, the opinions of 


tins Warren court put new life into the 
ideal of equality, which the Constitution 
expresses in the phrase "equal protection 
oc the laws." During Warren's tenure, the 
court sought equal justice for all Ameri- 
caas—rich or poor, white or Negro, edu- 
cated or illiterate —wherever they happen 
to live in the United States. 


During those turbulent years, the court 


was accused of coddling Communists and 
criminals and removing God f r o m public 
life. 
Congress 
was frequently out- 


raged. Some of the angrier critics de- 
manded Warren's impeachment by bill- 
board advertising and car bumper sticker. 


But there is no arguing that new legal 


foundations were laid for the Negro, the 
criminal suspect—particularly if he had no 
money—and for the voter. 


In 19B2 and 1963, the court m a d e it 
clear 
that 
the government may not 


dictate prayers to be said by children in 
public schools. 


In the late 1960's, new ground was bro- 


ken on behalf of the poor, New rights were 
carved out for juveniles and restrictions 
were placed on government eavesdrop- 
ping.

Serious questions were raised against 


capital punishment. 


None of these subjects is closed. When 


the new term opens in October, with Bur- 
ger in the chief justice's chair, variations 
of all these problems will be there, too. 
But the "Burger court" will be working on 
a ready-made framework. 


With the influence of Burger and whoev- 


er succeeds former Justice Abe Fortas, 
who on May 15 resigned under public criti- 
cism, the pace may slow down. But the 
trend is not likely to be reversed. 


On racial matters, one thinks first of the 


famous 1954 school desegregation decision 
(written by Warren before his first term 
was out) which sparked the Civil Rights 
Movement. 


As a result of the Voting Rights Act of 


1965, upheld by the Warren court, federal 
registrars 
registerd 
150,000 Negro vot- 


ers in five Southern states and 550,000 
more registered by themselves. 


The court's decisions in criminal law 


have drawn the most heated recent criti- 
cism. Any penniless person accused of a 
serious crime must now be provided with 
an attorney at the state's expense. Police 
who have a suspect in custody cannot use 


his confession unless they have warned 
him of his right to be silent and to have a 
lawyer. 


Police have deplored the ruling on con- 


fessions but other top law enforcement fig- 
urss, such as former U.S. Attys. Genl 
Nicholas B. Katzenbach 
and Ramsey 


Clark, disagree. 


According to Katzenbach, 
the con- 


troversial Miranda vs. Arizona decision 
"has little relevance to the amount of 
crime we face today." 


Justice Hugo L. Black, the court's senior 


member, was asked in a rare television 
interview if the decisions did not make it 
more difficult for police to combat crime. 


He replied, "certainly" then noted: "The 
court didn't do it, the Constitution-makers 
did it." 


As for eavesdropping, a law enforce- 


ment officer now must get authority from 
a judge for electronic surveillance, which 
is otherwise forbidden as an "unreason- 
able search." A criminal defendant whose 
conversations have been overheard with- 
out a permit may demand the records in 
court to determine whether 
evidence 


against him was tainted by the illegal con- 
duct. 


The status of eavesdropping by the fed- 


eral government in national security mat- 
ters has not been 
fully determined.

Eddy, whose round-the-world voyage in 


the yacht Apogee was largely single- 
handed, ran into one of those "freak oc- 
currences" while sailing alone in the 
middle of the Indian Ocean, 700 miles 
from the nearest land. 


With Apogee sailing along serenely un- 


der twin jibs, the Scarsdale, N.Y. yachts- 
man had just gone below for a brief mo- 
ment when a tremendous bang was heard 
and the yacht shuddered from keel to 
masthead. 


"Looking in the wake after mounting to 


the cockpit, I saw a dark shape in the 
water astern." Eddy says. "My first 
thought was that it was a massive tree 
trunk, but then the shape moved, and I 
saw that it was a whale. 


'Before this really had time to sink in, 


there was another shuddering bang — 
sounding drunlike with the reverberations 
of the fiberglass—and only then did it be- 
come frighteningly obvious that Apogee 
was being attacked by a school of 
whales." 


Eddy noticed three or four whales swim- 


ming abreast of his G'z-ton yacht, but sud- 
denly, he says, "steaming through the 
seas came a dozen more bearing down on 
Apogee like torpedoes, until the water all 
around was filled with fins and blunt noses 
poking out to see what sort of creature 
Apogee was. I could have scratched the 
backs of the nearest ones." 


Then came another 
terrific 
rever- 


berating bang, Eddy says, "and I thought 
about the layers of fiberglass which were 
taking the beating — perhaps it could 
stand several bashings, but what if 20 or 
so of the brutes decided to line up and 
bang away at the same spot on the hull 
like machine gun bullets — what then?" 


Eddy estimated the length of the whales 


at 
ir> to 18 feet, probably False Killer 


Whales or Pilot Whales. 


"After looking around at the whales and 


they looking at me with their pigs' eyes 
for perhaps 20 minutes or so, they gave up 
to my utmost relief and gratitude," Eddy 
says. 


"After thinking it over, I suspect that 


the first encounter happened when Apogee 
hit a sleeping whale, because it seeed to 
be stunned and rolling with a motion un- 
usual in whales, when I first sighted it a 
boat length behind. There is no doubt that 
the other two were deliberate rammings." 


Eddy made an immediate check of the 


vessel and found that Apogee had come 
through the encounter without damage. 


For the intrepid yachtsman it was prob- 


ably the most frightening experience of his 
five-year, 40,000-mile voyage.

"I don't think I could live with my hus- 


band if they raised income taxes," said 
Mrs. 
Paul Richards, wife of a manufac- 


turer in Birmingham, Ala. 


"Taxes are too high now," said Wayne 


Cash, 20, of Boston, who works parMime 
to finance his education. 


Yet the respondents were almost unani- 


mous in demanding that the government 
do something to curb inflation. Their fa- 
vorite recommendation was a sharp slash 
in government spending—particularly the 
$30 billion a year which is going into the 
Vietnam War. 


"The best thing we could do abaut in- 


flation would be to pull out of Vietnam," 
said Harry Hartman, a Detroit advertising 
man, expressing what appeared to be a 
widespread sentiment.

time whert jobs were more available," 
Dr. 
Friedman 
said. "Except for the 


problem of inflation and high taxes, there 
are no serious problems." 


Interviews with highly placed adminis- 


tration economists disclosed no disposition 
on their part to propose drastic new re- 
medies for inflation, even though they pri- 
vately concede that present strategy of 
relying on high taxes and high interest 
rates may not succeed. 


Because infationary psychology has a 


strong grip on American minds, Secretary 
of the Treasury David M. Kennedy said 
last week, the job of bringing inflation un- 
der control is proving to be "much more 
difficult" 
than 
the 
Nixon adminis- 


tration expected. 


So far, the new administration has stuck 


by the same basic anti-inflation policies 
that were adopted by the Johnson adminis- 
tration. 


At one of his last press conferences as 


chairman of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers under President Johnson, Arthur M. 
Okun said the proper policy to cure in- 
flation was higher taxes, tight money re- 
strictions 
and 
limits 
on government 


spending. 


Inflation creates ticklish political prob- 


lems for President Nixon and for Demo- 
crats who control 
both 
chambers 
of 


Congress. 


For Nixon, the problem is finding a way 


to brake the economy gently. If the admin- 
istration does too little, voter resentment 
against rising prices may be vented 
against Republican congressional candi- 
dates in the 1970 off-year elections, now 
less than 17 months away.

Britain's financial secretary, Harold Le- 


ver, said recoid-high U.S. interest rates 
are draining away dollars from Europe 
and creating tight money situations in 
countries that may not need them. 


In West Germany, Otmar Emminger, a 


director of the Central Bank, said his 
"major fear is that inflation will go on too 
long, which would have a very unfortunate 
effect on the U.S. balance of payments." 
He voiced hope that the United States will 
continue "present policies of budgetary 
and fiscal restraints until the dragon of 
inflation is slain." 


Dr. Niklaus Senn, Director General of 


the Union Bank of Switzerland, said he 
can see "only one way out" of the current 
situation, namely "adapting the currencies 
of various nations to today's conditions." 
If this was meant to be a plug for devalua- 
tion of the dollar, it is assured of a deaf- 
ear reception in Washington, where that 
drastic remedy is not even under consid- 
eration. 


In Japan, Ichiro Takeuchi, an official of 


the Bank of Tokyo, predicted that "in- 
flation will not calm down in America at 
least until the end of this year." But he 
said he is "positive that the U.S. govern- 
ment will keep fighting inflation to defend 
the dollar."

omists generally agree that the next four 
to five months will bring steadily increas- 
ing prices for nearly everything. 


Food prices, which make up nearly 25 


per cent of the average family's budget, 
are at a 17-year high and indications are 
they will continue to rise for at least six 
months to a year. 


Meat prices went up I) per cent and 


vegetables jumped 25 per cent during the 
month of May alone. Clothing costs have 
risen 7 per cent since last year and mort- 
gage interest costs have climbed 24 per 
cent since May 1968. 


This increase in the cost of mortgages, 


plus equally dramatic boosts in the costs 
of land, lumber and construction labor, 
has caused homebuilders to downgrade 
their production estimates for 1969 by 3 
per cent to around 1.5 million units.

payment has been made 


Another publishing firm complains of an 


unpaid balance dating back to 1967 and 
says it wants the money 
The largest 


claim N fur $1,355.75 but another publisher 
is asking for $48 saying "your account is 
substantially past due." 


AS STATED AT the outset there is in- 


volved here: judges, the county auditor, 
the county board, the publishers and the 
law as written and passed by the state 
legislature. There is a complexity of juris- 
dictions as prescribed by law and a con- 
fusion of administration when it comes to 
carrying out respective functions which 
this law prescribes. 


So an appeal was made to Judge James 


E Fitzgerald who sits in the Magistrate's 
Court. He supervises the DuPage County 
Law Library operation. 


The library, he tells us, is set up under a 


statute passed by the legislature in 1961. 
This statute provides for the purchase of 
legal books such as U S. and Illinois court 
decisions annotated statutes, Federal Di- 
gest, and other pertinent legal informa- 
tion 


U has been in existence for a number of 


yea;-s and now contains upwards of 2000 
volumes Mignon Tcichmann is the librar- 
ian Although the library primarily is for 


the use of the state's attorney staff, the 
judges and practicing attorneys, the public 
also is entitled to make use of it. 


HOW IS IT financed? This is where the 


question of money comes in. The law pro- 
vides that $1 for a county law library fund 
shall be added to the cost of filing a civil 
suit. It also says the county treasurer shall 
be custodian of monies collected to be kept 
in a separate fund. 


A check at the treasurer's office reveals 


a balance of $6,603.17 and 
additional 


monies invested to the amount of $13,000.

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Rising Cost of Property Rental

recently. 


In reporting on Hie spring real estate 


market survey of the department of re- 
search of the Nationil Assn. of Real Es- 
tate Hoard. Hall noted that this upward 
trend will be abetted by the rising costs of 
construction, taxes, insurance, mainte- 
nance, and operation. 


He added that Realtors who specialize in 


the sale and leasing of business properties 
foresee continuation of high occupancy 
levels in prime properties and in many of 
the secondary quality, "as demand for 
commercial space has more than kept 
pace with additions to the inventory. 


"The market has readily absorbed the 


high volume of office space added to the 
inventory, in most major metropolitan 
arens and in many smaller urban centers 
over the past four years. Developments 
that are associated with the expanding 
highway 
and circumferential systems 


have sharpened competition between ceii- 
tral business district and suburban struc- 
tures. In some cities vacancies are more 
prevalent in downtown than in outlying 
areas as tenants are drawn away by large 
commercial complexes that have come 
into being on the periphery of cities." 


Specifically, office buildings in suburban 


communities are enjoying a vacancy rate 
of two per cent or less in close to half of 
the nation, while it is three-five per cent in 
two-fifths, and higher in the remainder, 
according to the survey among 126 Real- 
tors. 


Center city prime location buildings are 


also enjoying higher occupancy levels 
with, again, close to half reporting two per 
cent vacancies or less and one-third show- 
ing a rate of from three-five per cent. 


"As part of the current broad-based de- 


mand, secondary location office buildings 
have shared in the rising occupancy levels 
to a pronounced degree." said Hall. The 
proposition of communities in which a rate 
of 10 per cent or more is prevalent has 
declined from close to one-half last year to 
over one-(|uarter currently. 


In a discussion of rental trends, Hall ex- 


plained that "costs associated with the 
creation of new space, that is land, con- 
struction, and interest rates, have pushed 
rents higher, as have those associated 
with the maintenance and operation of 
existing buildings." 


More than three-quarters of the areas 


report that rents for prime location space 
in center city are higher, white for secon- 
dary locations they are higher in about 
one-third, but relatively unchanged from 
last year in '*> per cent. "As expected, 
rrnK in suburban office buildings are 
higher than they were last year in two- 
thirds of the country." Hall continued.

Retail business properties are also en- 


joying fewer vacancies and experiencing 
higher rents in most areas, according to 
Hall. 


"Face-lifting of existing urban retail 


properties and the replacement of some 
with modern structures have assisted in 
the revitalization of many downtown 
areas," Hall said, "but at the same time, 
the continuation of suburban growth is 
providing vigorous competition." 


"Overall, the level of retail sates, per- 


sonal income, and the inclination of con- 
sumers to spend are affirmative factors in 
the retail property market. Vacancy rates 
in prime location properties have declined 
both in center city and suburban areas," 
Hall said. 


Vacancies in secondary location retail 


business properties have, on average, de- 
clined, although to a lesser degree. 


"In suburban areas, tenants are paying 


more for either primary or secondary lo- 
cation buildings." Hall concluded. For 
prime space they are higher in 71 per cent 
of the nation, while for secondary location 
they are up in 43 per cent.
